PRE F ACE. 


HE Streſs of the following Work 
principally lies in two Points, 
12. In the Novelty, and in the Truth, 
of the Facts it contains. That the 
Fadis are both New and Extraordinary, 
will be readily acknowleged by every 
Reader who is acquainted with what 
has hitherto been written on the Pulſe, 
with reſpect to Cr;/es. I ſhall there- 
fore loſe no Time in proving what, I 
am certain, will not, on the Peruſal 
of this Work, be denied. But the 
other Point, I mean the Truth of the 
Facts, is of a more delicate and doubt- 
ful Nature, expoſed to jealous Suſpi- 
bo! cion, 
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cion, which ever grows upon the 
Mind, in proportion as the Subject is 
new and ſurpriſing. Here then it 
may be reaſonably expected in its 
oreateſt Degree of Warineſs. Hi- 


| ſtories of Cries by Sweat, Diarrhœa's, 


and Hemorrhages, prognoſticated 
merely by the Pulſe, ſome three, ſome 
four Days before they happened, if 
unſupported by collateral Proofs, muſt 
look like fabulous Inventions, or de- 
luſive Tales of Inchantment. To 


remove ſo natural and fo juſt Appre- 


henſions of an Impoſition in a Caſe 


of this Nature, it becomes neceſſary 


to let the World know, under what 
Authority and Sanction the Fafs 


which make the Bulk of this Work, 


are offered to the Public: And this 


will beſt appear by the following Nar- 


ration. 


In the Vear 1737, a Work written 
in Spaniſh by Dr. Don Franciſco So- 


lano de Lugue, concerning the Pre- 


dition 
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dliction of Criſes by the Pulſe, under 
the Title of Lapis Lydius Apolliis, 
was put into my Hands by Don 
Pedro Roxo, honorary Member of the 
Medical Academy of Madrid, and 
Phyſician to the Hoſpital of San Juan 
de Dios in Cadiz, as I then was to 
theBritiſh Factory of the ſameCity. He 
told me he had ſome Experience of 
the Truth of Dr. Solano's Diſcovery, and 
complained of the ſupine Indolence 
of his Countrymen, who totally neg- 
lected a Matter of ſo great Import- 
ance, ſo new, and ſo ſtrongly ſup- 
ported by Facts, as that which the 
Doctor propoſed ſeemed to be. 


Struck with the Newneſs and Mo- 
ment of the Subject, I read the Book 
with uncommon Diligence. The 
Doctor's Obſervations extremely ſur- 
priſed me, and appeared to me ſuch 


as my Friend had repreſented them. 


I found the whole Matter propoſed 
with the greateſt Candor, the new 
| Critical 
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Critical Signs deſcribed without Re- 
ſerve, the Connexion between each 
of theſe and its reſpective Criſis eſta- 
bliſhed by Facts, and the Facts them 
ſelves ſupported by the Teſtimony of 
the moſt dignified Perſons of the City 
in which they happened, particularly 
of the Phyſicians, the Doctor's Rivals 

in Practice, who could not poſſibly be 
| ſuſpected of a Colluſion in his favour, 
I fay an unnatural Colluſion to raiſe 
his Character and Intereſt, in Detri- 
ment of their own, by public Falſbocd 

and 1 mpoſture. The Doctor having 
in this manner enabled his Readers 
to examine into the Truth of the 
Fafs he alleged, and to bring the 
Matter to the Teſt of their own Ex- 
perience, earneſtly invited them to 
both the one and the other of theſe 
Trials. It was neither to be ima- 
gined, that ſo many Witneſles of all 
Ranks as the Doctor named, could be 
impoſed on in plain Matters of Fact, 


nor on the other hand, that he Suelt 
publicly 
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publicly abuſe their Authority to cloak 
2 notorious Piece of Forgery. Thus 
did Dr. Solano's Obſervations appear 
veſted with all the Circumſtances of 
Candor, and public Sanfion, that could 
be wiſhed for. However, to prevent 
the leaſt Doubt in a Matter of fo 
great Importance, 1 determined to go 
to Antequera, which was but three 
Days J ourney diſtant from Cadiz, to 
examine into the Truth of the Doctor's 
Facts, and, if they were ſuch as he 
repreſented them, to acquire, under 
him, a thorough Experience in his 
new Art of prognoſticating Cri/es. 
He received me with great Humanity, 
and procured me all the Opportuni- 
ties I could deſire of a free impartial 
Inquiry into his paſt Obſervations, 
and of ſeeing ſuch as occured during 
my Stay in Autequera, which was the 
Space of two Months.

Medicine, acquired, from the Lapis 
Lydius above-mentioned, a ſufficient -

ſome ſucceſsful Obſervations, as 
will appear by the Sequel of this 
Work, Part I. Se&. II. Ch. 3. O,. 6. 
I was perſonally acquainted . moſt 
of the Gentlemen here hinted at, and 
am confident they had no Intereſt in 
impoſing falſe Facts on the World; 
nay, I dare be poſitive, that no Mo- 
tive was ſufficient to betray ſuch of 
them, as I was intimate with, into ſo 
baſe an Impoſition. Some I Wallis who, 
blindly prejudiced againſt Dr. Solano's 
Obſervations, overlooked even ſuch 
Facts as occurred to themſelves in this 
way,until they were by the Evidence of 
avs Caſes ſhamed out of their Ne- 
glect, and at laſt gained over by mere 
Dint of Experience. I make no par- 
ticular mention of myſelf, but leave 
the Reader to judge of my Sincerity, 
from the Manner in which I treat the 
whole Subject, becauſe I am conſcious 
| a this 
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this alone can, and will be the Rule 
of his Judgment with reſpe& to me. 


Tho' the Facts juſt mentioned, I 
mean ſuch as are poſterior to Dr. Ho- 
{ano's Obſervations, will be found con- 

vincing beyond all the Power of Preju- 
dice and Cavil, yet they afford leſs Plea- 
ſure andSurprize than ſuch as have been 
accidentally obſerved before him, when 
there was not the leaſt Surmiſe of this 
Matter, no Byaſs from Novelty on the 
Imagination; and conſequently, when 
the Facis, by the mere Strength of 
their own Evidence, muſt have broken 
il forth through the Prejudices of the 
HE Times, and the Inadvertency of the 
Obſervers. It is eaſily conceived, 
how few Obſervations of this Chara- 
Ger are to be expected: Providence 
has howeyer been pleaſed to preſerve 
an extraordinary one in the Writings 
of Proſper Alpinus; a Fact which 
fince this Author's Time has remained 
on the Records of Medicine a dark 
| impe- 
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impenetrable Myſtery to the whole ↄ 
Faculty; but is now cleared up by 
the Light it receives from Dr. So/ans's 


Obſervations, and becomes a manifeſt 
Proof in favour of them, as will be 


ſeen at the Concluſion of this Work. 
The Obſervation of Proſper Alpinus 
is not the only one of this Kind : 
Wierus furniſhes another, which ſhall 
be related in the Place laſt-mentioned. 


Such is the Evidence by which the 
Fafs offered to the Public in this 
Work are ſupported ; and ſurely fo 
many and ſo ſtrong Proofs have ſel- 
dom concurred in favour of any Ob- 
ſervations hitherto publiſhed in Me- 
dicine | 


Dr. Solano, beſides his Fas, com- 
municated to the World a Ser of 
Rules, for the Prognoſtication of Cri/es 
by the Pulſe, Rules which he deduced 
from a long Series of Obſervation on 
this Matter: But they are to be con- 


a 2 ſidered 
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ſidered in a Light very different from 
the Facts. Nothing is more common 
than miſtaken Inferences from unde- 
niable Data; this kind of Error the 
Doctor has fallen into by ſtraining the 
| Matter, and making his Rules 200 ab- 
ſolute and extenſive, as I ſhall ſhew 
from my own Experience in the ſe- 
cond Part of this Work, and as every 
judicious Phyſician will immediately 
perceive by the Doctor's firſt general 
Propoſition concerning the Inter- 
mitting Pulſe. However, ſuch a 
Miſtake was particularly excuſable 
in the Doctor, whoſe Erudition 
in Medicine, and Knowlege of Na- 
tural Philoſophy, was, according 
to the unhappy State of Learning 
in his Country, too weak to counter- 
balance the deep and overbearing Im- 
preſſions, which a great Mumber of 
new and extraordinary Facts had made 
on his Imagination. This Hint I 
thought neceſſary, to obviate any pre- 
mature

mature Exceptions againſt the Work 
in general, on account of ſome pal- 
pableErrorswhich occur in theDoctor's 
Rules for the Prognoſtication of Cri/es, 
and hope the Reader will be pleaſed 
to ſuſpend his Judgment on this Head, 
until he has ſeen the Light in which 
I place this Matter in the Second Part 
of the Work, the rather becauſe he 
cannot be a competent Judge of the 


Caſe, before he has read the Facts. 
As the Death of my Friend Dr. 


Roxo, who allowed me an entire 
Liberty of making what Remarks I 
pleaſed in the Hoſpital of San Fuan 
de Dios of Cadiz, and my travelling 
ſoon after, together with ſome other 
| Avocations, have for theſe two Years 
laſt paſt prevented any farther Purſuit 
of my Obſervations in the Solanian 
way, I would have deferred publiſh- 
ing them until they became more de- 


cifive, did not the following Circum- 
a 3 ſtances 
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ſtances forbid the Delay. The Firſt 
is the little Advantage to be expected 
from what Dr. Solano has publiſhed 
on this Matter in his Lapis Lydius, a 
large and tedious Folio, in which the 
— Subject is choaked up with 
an immenſe Number of foreign Di- 
greſſions, Diſſertations and Harangues, 
jumbled into a perplexed Labyrinth 
of Reaſoning and Facts: for the Do- 

ctor, though a diligent Obſerver, was 
by the Misfortune of his Education, 
in the common way of his Country, 
an abſolute Stanger to methodical 
Writing *. The ſecond Circumſtance 
is the Doctor's Death, which happened 
Joon after my Departure from Ante- 
guera, while he was, by my Perſua-

ſion, 
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fon, preparing a correct and ſuccinct 
Edition of his O#/ervations, which, with 
ſeveral excellent Facts newly obſerved 
both by him and others, was then loſt. 
The Third is the indolent Neglect of 
the Spaniſh Phyſicians, who, though 
f ſpirited by my Journey to Antequera 
into a ſucceſsful Application to Dr. 
Solano's Diſcovery, abandoned it (as 
ſoon as he expired, and the Spur of 
Emulation was no longer applied) 
without affording the leaſt Hope of 
any fartherAſſiftance from them. Thus 
does the whole Weight of this impor- 
tant Aﬀair entirely devolve on me. 
Uncertain of my own Fate, I thought 
it imprudent to delay the publication 
of what I have preſerved on this Mat- 
ter, under the doubtful Hope of giv- 
ing hereafter more complete Obſerva- 
tions than thoſe which I have already 
made, the more becauſe I am con- 
vinced from the Extent and Variety 
of the Subject, and from the Difficul- 
ties which in the preſent State of Prac- 

ä tice 
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tice obſtruct @ nice and exquiſite Ob- 
ſervation, that this Matter is greatly 
ſuperior to the Diligence of any one 
Man. I therefore call in Time for the 
Aſſiſtance of my Brother Phyſicians in 
this Purſuit: Tis true, I call them 
to a laborious Task, and to a minute 
Inquiry into Things; but then they 
are Britiſh Phyſicians, whoſe happy Ap- 
plication to the Improvement of their 
Art is well known over all Europe. 


To render the Examination of this 
Matter more eaſy to the Curious, I 
begin the following Work with a mi- 
nute Deſcription of all the Circum- 
ſtances hitherto obſerved concerning

Should the Reader obſerve any little 
Inaccuracies in the Facts related from 
others, he will be pleaſed to conſi- 
der, that J at firſt collected them for 
my own private Improvement, with- 
out any Deſign of publiſhing them, 
becauſe I. had engaged Dr. Solano to 
give a new and correct Edition of 
Obſervations on this Subject. After 
the Doctor's Death, the only proper 
Information I could receive was from

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his Manuſcript, which, tho' I offered 
YZ to buy it, was refuſed me. However, 
the Inaccuracies here hinted at are not 

of any great Moment. 


As much as the Number of Obſer- 
vations I thought neceſſary to produce 
in Proof of a Matter equally new and 

ſurpriſing, would permit, I have 
avoided a — in the Facts; and 
have therefore ſingled out from all 
thoſe I have in my Papers, ſuch as 
bear the leaſt Reſemblance to each 
other in their particularCircumſtances: 
But notwithſtanding all my Care, this 
Inconveniency could not be entirely 
avoided in forty-{11x Obſervations on 
the ſame general Subject; and the 
Reader is not to require, in a Work of 
ſevere Truth, the Charms of that lux- 
uriant Variety, which the unreſtrained 
Freedom of Fiction admits.

When the Rebounding Pulſe appears at or 
about every thirtieth Pulſation, the Hemor- 
rhage commonly follows in four Days after, 
ſomewhat ſooner or later; when it recurs at 
every ſixteenth Pulſation, the Hemorrhage 
ſupervenes in three Days; when it is obſerved 
at every eighth Pulſation, the Hemorrhage is 
to enſue in two Days, or in two Days and a 
half: Laſtly, when it returns at every fourth, 
third, ſecond Pulſation, or is continual, the 
Hemorrhage is to be expected within the 
Space of 24 Hours, 'Fherefore, in general, 
the ſhorter the Periods of Pulſation, at which 
the Rebounding recurs, the nearer the He- 
morrhage. 
III. 

Sometimes Nature runs regularly thorough 
all the fore-mentioned Progreſſions of the 
Critical Pulſe, from its firſt Appearance at 
every thirtieth down to every fingle Pulſa- 
tion, by which the Hemorrhage is foreſeen 
gradually approaching juſt in the ſame De- 
grees : She ſometimes inordinately haſtens or 
delays the Hemorrhage, and then the Re- 
bounding of the Pulſe recurs with more or

When the Artery rebounds upon the Fin- 
ger with great Celerity, and very briskly fol- 
lows the firſt Stroke, the Hemorrhage is juſt 
at hand ; and if then it ſhould delay a little, 
it will appear on the Patient's blowing his 
Noſe, |

The Quantity of the Hemorrhage is fore- 
ſeen by the Vigour with which the Artery 
rebounds, compared exactly to the Force of 
the firſt Stroke, be this either vehement or 
languid : Thus, when the Artery rebounds 
with leſs Moment than the firſt Stroke has 
impreſſed on the Finger, then is the He- 


morrhage to be ſmall, and vice verd. But

when the Rebounding of the Artery and the 


firſt Stroke are of equal Vigour, the He- 
morrhage is to be moderate.

According as the Blood flows, the Rebound- 
ing of the Artery ſlackens, gradually, until 
it entirely diſappears ſoon after the Criſis; 
and this, gradual Remiſſion of the Re-. 
bounding is the Sign of an immediately pre- 
ceding Hemorrhage. This Remark is alſo 
to be applied, mutatis mutandis, to the Pulſes, 
which denote other Criſes. 


| VII. 
If after the Hemorrhage the Rebounding 
Pulje ſhould continue or appear again, it de- 
notes another Criſis of the ſame kind, accord- 
ing to the above- mentioned Rules. This alſo 


is to be applied to the other Critical Pulſes. 


VIII. 


When the Rebounding of the Artery is 
more evident in one Wriſt than in the other, 
the Blood frequently flows in greater Abun- 
dance from the Noſtril of the ſame Side, in 
which the Rebounding is more evident.

HE Intermitting Pulſe is a certain Sign 

of a future Critical Diarrhea, and 
becomes a mortal one then only, when the 
Strength requiſite to perform the Criſis fails“.

The Length of Time ſpent in the Interm/- 
ion denotes the Quantity of Matter which 


is to flow by the D:arrhea, or the Number 


of Stools. An Intermijjion which laſts for 
the Space of one Diaſtole, or in which one 
Diaſtole alone is miſſing, points out a ſmall 
Evacuation, or few Stools; that which takes 
up the. Space of two Diaſtoles, ſignifies an 
abundant Evacuation, or many Stools ; and 
laſtly, that which takes up the Time of two 
Diaſtoles and a half, (the longeſt Intermiſſion 
Dr. Solano has obſerved) denotes a very abun- 
dant Evacuation, or a great Number of 
Stools,

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Nota, As the various Frequency of the 
Pulſe in different Perſons, and in the ſame 
Perſon at different Times, allows no fixed

ter, underſtood, in the preceding Article, 
that Meaſure or Proportion of Interval, which 
the regularPulſations between the Intermiſſions 
bear the one to the other in every Patient.

When this Ring of the Pulſe recurs in 
one Pulſation only, it is difficult to be known, 
and ſcarce indicates a Critical Sweat, unleſs 
the Artery after the firſt Impreſſion on the 
Finger ſenſibly urges forward, and ſtrikes deep 
into the Fleſh; then it ſignifies a Critical Sweat 
in a few Hours at fartheſt.

But to conſtitute the Doctor's Bew.diſebe 
vered Pulſe for a Critical Sweat, wo, three, 
or four conſequent Pulſations muſt riſe not 
only above the reſt, but alſo gradually, as they 
proceed, above each other, the ſecond above 
the firſt, and ſo on.

Octor Solano does not pretend, that all 
theſe Criſes are conſtantly preceded by 
the Signs above-mentioned, becauſe he has 
obſerved ſome without any ſuch 3 
Signs: But Caſes of this kind, he ſays, are 


few, except the Sweats which terminate the

particular Fits of Intermitting Fevers, which 
the Pulſus Inciduus does not commonly pre- 
cede. He merely aſſerts, that when theſe 
Signs appear, the Criſes which they denote 
regularly follow]; inſomuch that from the 
Year 1707 or 1 708, in which he firſt obſerved 
the Connexion of theſe Pulſes with their 
Criſes, to the Year 1738, he remembered 
only three Caſes in which the Cyiſes fignified 
by the Pulſe failed anſwering his Expectation. 
Two of theſe Caſes indicated bleeding at the 
Noſe : At the Time this failed in the one, a Pain 
or Heavineſs ſupervened in the Forehead, and 
the next Day ſucceeded a Delirium, which 
laſted above a Month ; however, the Patient 
recovered. The other, more unfortunate, 
was, on the Failure of the Hemorrhage, af- 
flicted with a Pain in his Left Temple, and 
died in ſeven Days after, evacuating a great 
Quantity of purutent Matter by the Noſe. 
The third Caſe denoted a Diarrhea, the Fail- 
ure of which was attended with a violent 
Griping, Hiccup and Vomiting, whereof the 
Patient died in four Days,

Nature ſometimes ſubſtitutes a new Criſis 
to that which was firſt denoted by the Pulſe, 
and then the preceding Sign is changed into 
that which belongs to the ſuccedaneous Criſis.

Sometimes while the firſt Sign obſerved in 


the Pulſe ſubſiſts, a ſecond, nay a third ſuper- 


venes, and they continue together; then the 
two or three Criſes thereby ſpecified follow 
each according to the Rules above-mentioned.

Doctor Solano has found by frequent Ob- 
ſervation, that when the Blood in the Hemor- 
rhage of the Noſe is of a pale-red Colour, 
and ſmall in Quantity, the Patients recover 
ſlowly, and very ſlowly when with the ſame 
Colour the Hemorrhage is abundant.

The Succeſs of the Criſes indicated by 
the Pulſe, and the determined Hour in which 
they are to happen, with ſome concomi- 
tant Circumſtances, can be foretold with a 
tolerable Certainty. But as what Dr. So- 
lano has thereon is derived from the Ancients, 
J paſs it over in Silence. 


Nota, Dr. Solano ſeems here to neglect that 
Circumſtance of the Succeſs of Criſes, which 
conſiſts in the Quantity of the Critical Eva- 
cuation ſo much taken Notice of by the An- 
clents,

The Doctor has conſtantly obſerved, that 
all ſuch Cri/es as were analogous to the Na- 
ture of the Diſtemper, according to the Rules 
delivered on this Head by the Ancients, proved 


favourable, except the Strength neceſſary to 
perform and undergo the Criſis was wanting. 


VII. 


Under an extreme Weakneſs the Patient 
may die before the Criſis can be performed; 
and ſuch a Caſe, if it ſhould happen, cannot 
affect the Truth of the Doctor's Obſervations, 


Such are the Rules for the 8 
of Criſes by the Pulſe, deduced by Dr. So- 
lano from a on Courſe of Obſervation. That 
he was really ſupported therein by a great 
Number of authentic and extraordinary Facts, 
will appear beyond all Doubt in the following 
Pages. But, convinced from my own Expe- 
rience that his Inferences are too large and 
extenſive, I deliver this Syſtem of Progno- 
ſtication merely as an Hiſtorian, that it may 

lainly appear hereafter how far the Doctor 
= ſucceeded, and how far he has been miſ- 
taken. However, it muſt be acknowledged, 
he practiſed in Places where a temperate Diet, 
an uniform Courſe of Life, and an excellent 
Climate concur to render Diſtempers more 
ſimple, and their Criſes more regular than

they are found to be under the contrary Cir 
cumſtances; and what Allowances may be 
made the Doctor on this Account, I leave to 
the Judgment of- the Judicious and Unpre- 
judiced. Be the Fate of his Rules of Pro- 
gnoſtication what it will, the Facts alleged 
by him are of a quite different Nature, prior 
to, and independent of the Conſequences he 
drew from them, and cannot be affected by 
any Miſtake in his ſubſequent Reaſoning. The 
Subſtance of his Obſervations, to which I 
now proceed, ſtill remains in its full Force 
and Authenticneſs; and I dare fay is ſuch as 


muſt naturally excite our Curioſity, fix our 


Attention, and urge us to a farther Purſuit of 
this Matter,

Fats by which the Reality of Doctor 


Solano's Obſervations, concerning the 


| Prognoftication of Criſes by the Pulſe, 
T would prove an endleſs Task to ſet down 
all the Obſervations made by the Doctor 


7s in general aſcertained. 
I on this Matter, ſince the Year 1707 or 
1708, in which he firſt obſerved it, to the 
Year 1738, in which he died. It may be 
eaſily judged how inexhauſtible this Subject 
is, by the following Paragraph of a Letter he 
wrote to a Friend in Cad:2 in the Year 1735. 
I ſhonld never make an End, did I un- 
% dertake to give a Detail of the Caſes I have 
e obſerved from the End of June to that of 
September /af? paſt : The Hemorrhages by 
ce the Noſe, which I have prognoſticated by 
te the Rebounding Pulſe, amount to more 
“than Fifty; all have anſwered my Progno- 
e ſtication, and only the two above-men- 
mentioned proved mortal. The Criſes by 
“ Sweat I have foretold by the Pulſus Inci- 


© duus are ſeven or eight, and thoſe of 
& Diarrhceas by the Intermitting Pulſe five.” 


From this Multiplicity of Facts, the Habit 
of foretelling Cyiſes became at laſt ſo familiar 


tO 
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to the Doctor, and the Encouragement he 
met with from his indolent Countrymen, ex- 
cept a glorious, but empty Reputation, was ſo 
little, that he generally neglected to take 
Notes of the Facts he obſerved, until ſome 
particular Incidents from time to time awa- 
kened his Attention, and excited his Diligence. 


In what the Doctor has publiſhed on this 
Matter he gives a particular Account of 
Twenty-four Caſes; and in the Letters he 
wrote to me after my Departure from Ante- 
quera, in the End of the Year 1737, and in 
the Beginning of 38, he mentioned Thirteen 
new Obſervations. The Caſes communicated 
to him, (by others, who had obſerved them) 
whilſt I was in Antequera, were Eleven; and 
thoſe I have from my Friends, amount to 
Nine; the Whole (abſtracting from my own 
Obfervations, of which I ſhall ſpeak here- 
after) makes Fifty-ſeven Caſes : Even theſe 
it would be too tedious to relate. I ſhall there- 
fore ſelect from them ſuch as may beſt eſta- 
bliſh the Truth and Authenticneſs of the Do- 
&or's Obſervations in general. To this Purpoſe, 
I ſhall among the reſt fix on ſome FaQts wit- 
neſſed by indifferent Perſons, and ſome at- 
teſted and ſworn to by his very Rivals in Pra- 


ctice, and publiſhed with their Conſent, 


In the Hiſtory of theſe Obſervations, I ſhall 
retain ſeveral Incidents and Hints of the ori- 


ginal 
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vinal Writers, which indeed are foreign to the 

main Purpoſe; but as they naturally ariſe from 

the Circumſtances of the Facts, and mani- 

feſtly bear the Character of a ſimple unaf- 

fected Narration, they cannot be omitted 
without ſtripping the Facts themſelves of that 

Share of Weight and Authority which they 

derive from the Candor of the Obſervers. 


Such Obſeryations as are now publithed for 


the firſt Time, are diſtinguiſhed from 
the reſt by an Aſterisk. 


CHAPTER.L 


Inſtances of the Prognoſtication of Cri- 
tical Hemorrhages by the Mae. 


* OBSERVATION I. 
Extracted from a Certificate of Don Joſeph 


Vincente Gomez, Phyſician in Ante quera. 


Attended (ſays the Doctor) Juan Ro- 
nero of Antequera, in Calle Gavilanes 
(a Street ſo called) in a Burning Fever, ac- 
companied with fainting Fits, and other dan- 
gerous Symptoms. The Patient was a Man of 
the Age of Twenty-ſix, of a lively Diſpoſi- 
tion, and of a hot elaſtic Conſtitution, After 3M 
Blood-letting, and other Remedies, the fifth 14 
C Day nh 
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Day I obſerved the Rebounding Pulſe; where- 


upon, guided by Dr. Solano's Obſervations, I 
prognoſticated to the Patient a Hemorrhage 
by the Noſe, hut in the Space of two Days 
only, becauſe the Rebounding of the Pulſe was 
not continual + ( at what Number of Pulſa- 
tions it recurred, the Doctor does not mention); 
and in the mean time 1 ſuſpended the Uſe of 
all Remedies. The ſame Pulſe continued 
next Day ; and at the third Day's Morning 
Viſit, the Patient informed me, that on 
the preceding Night he bled at the Noſe to the 
Quantity of half a Pint; I found his Pulſe 
natural, and the Diſtemper, according to the 
ancient Expreſſion, perfectly judged. 


* OBSERYATION II. 


In the Vear 1736, Don Juan Pardo, Son 
to Don Juan Pardo, a Gentleman of Diſtin- 
ction, and Regidor Þ of the City of Antequera, 
laboured under a continual Tertian Fever: He 
was attended by Dr. Don Franciſco Criado y 
Balboa, Honorary Phyſician to the King's Fa- 
mily, who, finding all the Remedies he applied 
ineffectual, had Dr. Solano call'd to Conſulta- 
tion, in which a new Bleeding was adviſed 
by the former, but oppoſed by the latter, who 
conſented it ſhould be next Day, in caſe a 
Hemorrhage by the Noſe, which he expected 
from the Continual Rebounding of the Pulſe,

Satisfaction, both immediately returning to 

examine the Patient, obſerved an Intermiſſion

fides the Hemorrhage, prognoſticated an im- 
minent Diarrhea, which enſued about Twelve 

of the Clock the fame Day, and the Hemor- 4 
rhage about Eight at Night; from that Time it 
the Patient grew better. |

« firmed to me by the Patient, his Parents. 
“ and whole Family, when I was in Ante-

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completely indicated. At his Return next 
Day, with a Reſolution to have the Patient 
blooded, the Doctor was ſurpriſed to hear he 
was gone Abroad; and inquiring into the 
Cauſe of ſo unexpected an Event, the Family 
informed him, that the Patient continued 
« in the ſame Reſtleſsneſs and Anxiety in 
« which he had left him, till the Morning, 
« at which Time the Anxiety augmenting, 
<« he grew delirious, and all of a ſudden bled 
; « at the Noſe; after which he fell into a 
th & ſound Sleep, and awaking in good Heath, 
= „ dreſſed, and went out on an important 
. « Affair.“ The Doctor expreſſed his Satisfac- 
; tion, that he had deferred the Bleeding, which 
might have prevented ſo happy a Criſis.

OBSERVATION IV. 


In the Year 1736, Dr. Solano was called to 
viſit Manuel Mercado, a young, ſtrong, la- 
borious Man, of an aduſt Conſtitution, an 
Inhabitant of Anteguera, in the Street named 
Calle del Raftro; it was then the ſixth Day of 
a Spotted Fever, the Patient's Thirſt was in- 
ſatiable, the Heat on the Surface of the Body 
intolerable, whilſt it ſcarce affected the inte- 
rior Parts, and the Pulſe without any extra- 

1 ordinary 
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ordinary Celerity, low and Rebounding. From 
this laſt Circumſtance the Doctor intimated 
to the Patient's Family an impending Hemor- 
rhage; but judging it would prove pernicious 
in a Diſtemper of this Nature*, he employ'd 
in vain all the Methods he could think of to 
prevent it; the Blood flowed from the Noſe 
at three different Times, and was at each 
Time foretold by the Doctor to the Family: 
Upon this repeated Hemorrhage the Patient 
grew weaker and worſe, and died in a few 
Days after of a Diarrhea, alſo foretold by 
the Doctor, but which he neither could pre- 
vent nor moderate, nor the Patient bear, 


OBSERVATION V. 


In the ſame Year Fuan Delgado, about the 
Age of Thirty, of a dry hot Conſtitution, fell 
into a Continual Tertian Fever which affected 
the Head. On the ſecond Day(whether of the 
Diſtemper, or of the Attendance, is not ex- 
preſſed) Dr. Solano having obſerved in him 
the Rebounding Pulſe, with the ſecond Stroke 
ſtrong and quick upon the firſt +, prognoſti- 
cated to him an abundant Hemorrhage of the 
Noſe in twelve Hours Time, which happened 
accordingly. Each of the three following 
Days he repeated the ſame Prognoſtic on the

Extracted from a Letter to Dr. Solano. 


I Dr. Don Pedro Caſtan, titulary Phyſician 
to the Town of Ca/a-YVermeja, Doctor of the 
Univerſity of Gandia, and approved of by the 
Royal Proto-medicato, do certify, that upon 
the 12th of December 1735, I was called to 
viſit Antonio de Luque of the Age of Forty-one, 
and then the fourth Day dangerouſly labour- 
ing under a Synochal Fever, After Purging, 
repeated Blood-letting, and various other Re- 
medies, my Patient grew daily. worſe, and I 
deſpaired of his Recovery. The twentieth 
Day of the Diſtemper I met his Brother Fray 
Auguſtin de Luque all in Tears at the Door, 


who teld me he would haye a Conſultation 
C 4 called; 
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called;whereupon examining thePatient,whofe 

Pulſe beat very vehement and quick, and 

ſeemed to rebound, I anſwered, it was too 

late; for before a Phyſician could come, his 

| Brother would die. He then preſſed me to 
preſcribe for him what I judged moſt conve- 
nient ; but recollecting the Paſſage I had read 
a few Days before in the Lapis Lydius about 
the Rebounding Pulſe, I determined to keep 
the Patient fimply to his Broth, and wait the 
Event. I made my Viſit next Morning by 
the Break of Day, and obſerving the ſame 
Vehemence and Frequency of Pulſe, with a 
more evident Rebounding than the Day be- 
fore, I immediately declared to the Family, 
that I expected a Hemorrhage by the Noſe in 
leſs than two Hours, and charged them not 
to apply any Remedy to the Patient, till I re- 
turned. I went back in three Hours after, 
and found him ſhedding a Quantity of Blood, 
which the Sheets could ſcarce imbibe. The 
Hemorrhage laſted for the Space of two 
Hours, in which time I frequently examined 
his Pulſe, and obſerved the Rebounding of the 
Artery to decreaſe by Degrees, and at laſt en- 
tirely diſappearÞ. Then I took Leave of the 
Patient, told him all Danger was over, and 
In a few Days he recovered, He ſtill lives in 

_ this Town with his Family. I have obſerved 
. other Cafes of the ſame Kind, with the like 
happy Succeſs, in Burning Fevers, which 
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ſeemed complicated with Pleuritic Pains, of 


which, if you think proper, I will ſend you 
an exact Account. And in Teſtimony of the 
Truth of the above-mentioned Caſes, I ſwear 
and ſign thereto, in this my Study at Caſa- 
Vermeja, this 11th Day of October 1737.

A Certificate of Dr. Don F. T. de Sayas. 


Don Franciſco Thomas de Sayas, Honorary 
Phyſician to the King our Sovereign, in 
his Royal Family, &c. do certify, That hav- 
ing theſe ſeveral Years paſt been called to 
various Conſultations with the Doctors Don 
Rodrigo Parilla y Villalon, and Don Franciſco 
Solano de Luque, have been Witneſs to many 
of the Criſes related in this Book *, and 
prognoſticated by Don Franciſco Solano de 
Luque; among which the following Caſe, in 
the Perſon of Don Geronymo Goni y Avendano, 
Corrigidor of this City, we three then pre- 
ſent, was very ſurpriſing.

Having, 
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Having, all of us, obſerved in this Gentle- 
man an unequal, Intermitting, inordinate 
Pulſe, Don Franciſco Solano de Luque ſaid, 
the next Morning early the Patient would 
feel a great Uneafineſs, with ſuch an Altera- 
tion in his Body, that the Attendants would 
judge him in the Agonies of Death, but that 
all this Tumult would be allayed by three or 
four Stools, Dr. Villalon and I then gave no 
Credit to this Prognoſtication, attributing the 
Diſorder of the Pulſe to Cauſes quite diffe- 
rent from that which Dr. Solano ſuggeſted : 
But we were ſtrangely aſtoniſhed at the Com- 
pletion of it; for at the prefixed Time, ſuch 
was the Anxiety of the Patient, that the 
whole Family was alarmed, and thought him 
really dying ; yet having ſoon had three or 
four Stools, he almoſt entirely recovered. The 
ſame happened next Day, tho later, in leſs 
Quantity, and without any Uneafineſs, juſt 
as Dr. Solano had alſo prognoſticated.

I moreover certify, That having obſerved 
in Fray Luis de Cuenca, of the Franciſcan 
Order, in the Convent of St. Mary Magda- 
len, of this City, an' unequal Intermitting 
_ Pulſe in the Exacerbation of a Fever, Don 

Franciſco Solano de Luque abruptly ſaid, the 
Patient had no Occaſion for any Remedy; 
for that after Midnight the Fever would ter- 
minate by an abundant Diarrhea, which 


hap- 
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happened as the Doctor foretold ; and we all 
ſaw the Patient next Day in perfect Health. 
At this Prognoſtication were preſent Dr. Don 
Antonio Alvarez, myſelf, and ſeveral repu- 
table Men of the above-mentioned Order. 


I alſo certify, That in Preſence of the ſame 
"Perſons vifiting Fray Franciſco Diaz, Guar- 
dian of the ſaid Convent, who lay ſick of a Fe- 
ver and great Uneaſineſs, with an [ntermitting 
Pulſe recurring at the ſecond and third Pulſa- 
tion, I told Don Franciſco Solano, that i, 
in this Patient his Prediction was verified, I 
ſhould acknowledge myſelf fully convinced 
of the Certainty of his Obſervations. He ac- 
cepted the Propoſal, and told us, the Patient 
would very ſoon have a moſt violent Commotion 
in the Belly, Within two Hours the Patient 
felt ſuch a vehement Tumult and Rumbling 
in the Inteſtines, with an Eruption of Wind 
fo exceſſive, that he thought he ſhould expel 
his very Bowels; to this ſucceeded a fecal 
Stool, after which the Patient grew eaſy. 
The next Morning Dr. Solano, perceiving ſome 
Remains of Jatermiſſion in the Pulſe $, ordered 
a Clyſter, to facilitate the Motion of the 
Belly: This was followed by a laudable Eva- 
cuation, whereon the Intermiſſion of the 
Pulſe and Fever ceaſed, which equally ſur- 
priſed me, the Guardian, Fray Miguel Garæia 
Surgeon to the Order, and a great many

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As to the other Species of Criſes prognoſti- 
cated by Dr. Don Franciſco Solano de Luque,

teſted byPerſons of an unexceptionable Chara- 
cter, to ſome of whom the very Facts hap- 
pened, fome were Witneſſes to them in others;

not admit of any large Subtraction of Fluids, without a 
total Relaxation and Collapſus of the Veſſels.

Don Alonzo de Godoy y Roxas, perpetual 
Regidor of the City of Antequera, after an 
Indiſpofition, relapſed into a continual Fever, 
which became ſo violent, that the fourth 
Day I was called to Conſultation. The other 
Phyſicians Don Franciſco Thomas de Sayas, 
and Don Antonio Alvarez, propoſed to bleed 
the Patient; but having perceiv'd /ome flight 
3 | 7 Strokes 
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| Strokes of the Pulſus Inciduus, and thereby 
foreſecing a Criſis by Sweat, I prevailed with 
them, in Favour of the fourth Day; to defer 
the Bleeding. In the Evening I obſerved the 
Pulſus Inciduus more evident, and the red 
Cloud, mentioned by Hippocrates *, in the 
Urine; whereupon I more firmly oppoſed 
the Bleeding, and prognoſticated 2 Critical 
Sweat on the ſeventh Day. This Interval of 
Time, tho' the Patient had ſome Changes, 
was ſpent without any farther Preſcription, 
and the ſeventh Day ſupervened tuo abun- 
dant Sweats, which entirely removed the Diſ- 
temper.

OBSERVATION IV. 
From the Same, 


Fray Alexandro de Pax, of the Franciſcan 
Order, in his Way to Hora, was taken with 
a Continual Fever, ſomewhat of the Nature 
of a Tertian, the Violence of which gave 
him great Uneaſineſs. One Afternoon, per- 
ceiving the Pulſus Inciduus, I prognoſticated 
to him à copious Sweat at nine o Clock that 
Night, by which he would recover. He was 
ſurpriſed at my Prediction, not only becauſe 
it appeared new to him, but alſo becauſe he 
could never, either by Sudorificks or by Ex- 
erciſe, be forced into a Sweat, and therefore 
did not give Credit to it; particularly the De-

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termination. of the Hour-very much puzzled 
him: At laſt, about Nine, he grew anxious, 


began to rave, /weated abundantly, and. in a 
ſhort time perfectly recovered. 


OBSERVATION V. 
From the Same. 


Fray Juan Gomez, now Guardian of the 
Magdalen Convent of Antequera, fell ill on 
a Monday Morning, of a very acute Fever; 
on Thurjday, the fourth of the Diſtemper, I 
perceived in him the Pulſus Inciduus, an 
prognoſticated, in the Preſence of the whol 
Convent, an abundant Critical Sweat on Sun- 
day Morning, preceded by great Anxiety, and 
toretold him he would be cured by it. As I 
felt bis Pulſe next Day, I repeated the ſame 
Prediction to him, and obſerving the Artery 
to rebound lightly *, told him he would that 
very Day ſhed ſome Drops of Blood from the 
Nzje, which he did at Eleven o'Clock. In 
the Evening I prognoſticated to him ſuch 
another Hemorrhage that Night, which alſo 
happened. Saturday Morning, finding a ſmall 
Tntermifhon in the Pulſe, about the third and 
fourth Pulſation , I foretold him an eaſy 
Motion of the Belly at Noon, about which time 
he had a Stool, and with it expelled a Worm 
Ca a Marte, of a 2. ard long.

ing early, he was taken with great Anxiety; 


Fatation, Nauſeating, Raving, Trembling, 
and remarkable cold Fits, I found him in this

Attendants, who judged him in the Agonies of 
Death : Thus he continued for a quarter of 


an Hour, after which he began 7 /weat 
with ſuch a Stench, that the Monks were 


obliged-to change all his Bed-cloaths, and per- 
fume the whole Convent; and the Patient 


perfectly recovered.

Extrafted from a Letter written ro Dr. So- ; 
lano by Don Pedro Joſeph Marin de Apa-

.... + .. On which I proceed to the Fact. 
Don Alonzo de Sevilla, belonging to my Di- 
viſion, falling ill a few Days ſince, his Phy- 
ſician Don Nicolas Rexano characterized 


his Diſtemper a Double- tertian Ague, which 
after ſix Bleedings became a continual Fever. 
On this I called to ſee the Patient on the 
eleventh Day of his Illneſs, accompanied by 
Don Antonio Manzo, Lieutenant, and Don 


Jacinto Marfil, Secretary of the Tabaco 
Rents; and tho I acknowledge my Inca- 


pacity in Medicine, yet I thought proper to 
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examine the Pulſe of the Patient according 
to the Rules delivered in your (not ſuffici- 
ently celebrated) Book. At the thirtieth or 
thirty-firſt Pulſation, T obſerved a Suſpenſion, 
Intermiſſion, or ſomething elſe I could not 
characteri ze, for want of a thorough Know- 
ledge in this Affair; for which Reaſon I de- 
fired Don Antonio Manzo, who has read part 
of your Works with the ſame Pleaſure that T 
have, to feel the Pulſe of the Patient, and 
examine the above-mentioned Number of 
Pulſations, which he did, and found at the 
thirty-third Pulſation the ſame extraordinary 
Motion JI had obſerved; on which, guided b 

your Rules , we both judged a 2 would 
enſue on the fourteenth Day, without ven- 
turing to determine what kind of Criſis. In 
an Hour after, we, the above-mentioned, 
met the Phyſician, who told us the Patient 
was dangerouſly ill, that he thought conve- 
nient to bliſter him, and order a new Bleed- 
ing, and would have Dr. Don Raphael de 
Fuentes called to Conſultation, In Pity to 
the Patient, I modeſtly told him what IT had 
obſerved, with my Judgment thereon, and 
prayed him to examine the Matter ſeriouſly, 
before he ventured upon the Bleeding he pro- 
poſed. I had the Conſultation called, but 
could not go to it : At Seven in the Evening 
I met Don Raphael de Fuentes in the Admi- 
niſtrator-General's Houſe, where in Preſence 
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of that Gentleman, his Family, and the 
above-mentioned” Don Antonio Manzo, he 
declared the dangerous State of the Patient ; 
and being asked by me, whether he found in 
the Palſe what I had obſerved ? he anſwered, 
the ſame, but more frequent, recurring at the 
three or four and twentieth Pulſation * ; that 
it was not the Intermitting Pulſe, as I ima- 
gined, but the Inciduus, and that he thereon 
cautioned Don Nicolas Rexano againſt bleed- 
ing the Patient in ſuch Circumſtances. How- 
ever, to my great Piſſatisfaction, the Doctor 
got him blooded in the Hepatick Vein ; but 
notwithſtanding this Miſmanagement, and the 
conſequent Diminution of Strength, ſo ſteady 
and powerful was the Tendency of victorious 
Nature, that on the thirteenth Night ſhe 
broke out into @ hot copious Sweat, which 
laſted till next Day, and left the Patient free 
from his Fever, as Don Nicolas Rexano con- 
feſſed to me in the Preſence of Don Jacinto 
Marfil. This Caſe I thought proper to com- 
municate to you, and if you judge it conve- 
nient, will ſend it you legally teſtified by 
publick Authority.

Critical Jaundice by the Tu 5 * 
Dr. Solano. 


D ON Bartholome de Sierra y Salvatierra, 

Knight of the Order of St. Jago, by 
the Diſſatisfaction he conceived from a Squint- 
ing he was afflicted with, fell into an obſtinate 
Melancholy; and tho' he found ſome Relief 
in my Hands, he determined to ſeek farther 
Help in Madrid, and engaged me to accom- 
pany him hither in * Year 1 * = 


He was there TAPER the Care of Dr. Hig- 
gins the King's Phyſician, and Dr. Zapata the 
moſt famous Practitioner in Madrid, attended 
by. Monſieur Le Gendre the King's Surgeon. 
Dr. Don Joſeph Zunol Phyfician to the Prince 
of Aſurias was called in the room of Dr. 
Higgins, who could not regularly attend. 
The two other Phyſicians, after twenty 
Days fruitleſs Labour, Ab to the ent 


1 10 V iper- 
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Viper-broth, which I cauſed to be deferrd on 
perceiving the Pulſus Inciduus, which re- 
curred about every twentieth Diaſtole +, with 
a remarkable Tenſion of the Artery; and de- 
clared to theFamily, there would happen a con- 
ſiderable Change in the Patient within the 
Space of Five Days. The Broth was ſtill warmly 
inſiſted on by the two before- mentioned Phy- 
ſicians with the Patient on one Side, and op- 
poſed by me on the other. In the mean time I 
obſerved the Pulſus Inciduus to recur regularly 
between the ſeventh and eighth Pulſation 8, 
and conſequently foreſaw the Cr:fis approach 
ing, which by the Hardneſs of the Pulſe, 
and ſome other Circumſtances of the Diſtem- 
per, I then judged and openly prognoſticated 
would be a Faundice;. on which the Patient, 
who had more than once been a Witneſs to 
the Certainty of my Predictions, joined me 
in Oppoſition to the Yiper-broth, From the 
third Night he felt a conſiderable Uncaſineſs 
and Change in himſelf, and in this Situation 
ſpent the remaining Time till the fourthMorn- 
ing, on which he was obſerved a/l yellow, to 
the great Surprize of the Family. I order'd 
the Windows to be ſhut, and a Couple of 
Candles to be lighted in the Patient's Room. 
The Phyſicians came in one after the other : 
I asked each as he entered, whether Viper- 
broth could hurt an Ferict Perion, or diſ-

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turb Nature in a Tendency to a Jaundice. 
The one anſwered, It was not proper in ſuch 
Caſes; and the other, That none but an Idiot 
would preſcribe it. Then they felt the Pulſe 


of the Patient, without obſerving the Faun- 
dice by the Light of the Candle. I got the 
Windows ſuddenly opened, a full Day broke 
in, they ſaw the Jaundice, and ſeemed thun- 
der-ſtr uck. 


This Obſervation was ſoon after publiſhed 
by Dr. Solano, without any Contradiction 
from Dr. Zunol or Dr. Zapata, who were 


too nearly concerned in the Caſe, not to take 
Advantage of the leaſt Miſrepreſentation.

| O the foregoing Hiſtories I ſhall add a 
very remarkable Caſe from Proſper 
Alpinus, de preſagienda vita & morte, L. 4. 

c. 4. a Caſe in which Dr. Solano's Idea is fo 
perfectly anticipated, in almoſt all its Circum- 
ſtances, that were I not certain he had no 
Knowledge thereof, before I ſhewed it to him, 

or even of the Author, I ſhould. be perſuaded 
he had thence borrowed the firſt Hint towards 
his Obſervations. But ſo far was the *

from any - Acquaintance with this Paſſage 
that when J ſhewed him the Caſe, the good 
grave Man ſkipped about the Room in an Ec- 
ftaſy of Joy, and cried out, That had I made 
him King of Spain, I could not have given 
him a more ſenſible Pleaſure! In theſe Cir- 
cumſtances, the Coincidence of Proſper Alp:i- 
nuss Obſervation with Dr. Solano's Facts ſeems 
to form a deciſive Proof in favour of the 
Doctor's general Idea, as will evidently appear 
by the Obſervation itſelf, which runs in the 
following manner :

But it is 
evident from the Obſervations of Dr. Solano, 
and from others which J have ſince made, 
that this Reflection of the Author is rather 
derived from the Authority of Galen than 
from Experience; and this is farther con- 
hrmed by the Reaſons they both ground this 
Opinion upon, which are merely ſpeculative. 
The Coincidence of the Fact itſelf with Dr. 
Solano's Obſervations is ſo very ſtriking, that 
it may be at firſt Sight miſtaken for one of the 
Doctor's own Facts. However this Caſe ſeems 
in two Circumſtances to differ from the Doctor's 
Rules of Prognoſtication; for, Iſt, Proſper Al- 
pinus makes no mention of the Softneſs of the 
Intermitting Pulſe, tho Dr. Solano delivers it 
as the Sign of a-Crifis by Urine . 2dly, Proſper 
Alpinus writes poſitively, that the Diſtemper 
was terminated by a ſimple Flux of Urine; 
whereas according to Dr. Solano a conſiderable 
Diarrhea ſhould have been joined to it . With 
reſpe& to the firſt of thoſe Differences, it is 
to be obſerved, that the Silence of Proſper 
Alpinus does not abſolutely exclude the Sofr- 
neſs of the Pulſe, nor indeed does the al 
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per mentioned by him; fince it is notorions, 
that under the Name of Pleurifies ſeveral 
Diſtempers have been deſcribed, which were 
not genuine Pleuriſies; and to theſe laſt alone 
is the Herdneſs of the Pulſe eſſentially joined. 
The ſecond of the above-mentioned Diffe- 
rences is real and expreſs, and I will neither 
deny nor endeavour to elude it. Perhaps the 
Diſtinction between the Sign of a Critical 
Diarrhea and that of a Diſcbarge by Urine, 
is not ſo nice as Dr. Solano imagined ; for, iſt, 
The Intermitting Pulſe is common to them 
both. 2dly, A Criſis by Urine may be eaſily 
joined with a D:arrhea, and almoſt imper- 
ceptibly performed in the very Efforts of go- 
ing to Stool. 3dly, Dr. Solano acknowledges 
he has never obſerved a Criſis by Urine alone, 
and conſequently could not determine whether 
it has any abſolute univocal Sigu. This 
may the more reaſonably be doubted, becauſe 
theſe Cr:/es ſeem to be more eaſily convertible 
into.cach other than the reſt; for it is known 
by Obſervation , that the Fluids contained 
in the Rectum, and lower Part of the Colon, 
may be abſorbed by the Bladder, and expelled 
with the Urine : Moreover, a ſmall Inequa- 
lity of Reſiſtance in the Renal or Meſenterick 
Arteries may quickly alter the common Diſ- 
tribution of the Blood thereto, and recipro- 
cally ſhift either to the Kidneys, or Inteſtines,

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the Evacuation of ſuch morbid Humours as 
flow with the Blood through the inferior Aorta. 


Be theſe Conjectures as they will, it is 
plain Dr. Solano has not exhauſted this Matter, 
which is to be referred to farther Examination 
by Experience. 


In the mean time we cannot, without a 
very ſenfible Pleaſure, ſee in the Caſe related 
by Proſper Alpinus, the Periods of Intermiſ- 
fron gradually become ſhorter and more fre- 
quent, in proportion as the Crifis approaches, 
juſt in the ſame manner as Dr. Solano has ſince 
_ obſerved ||. It would be manifeſtly ridiculous, 
to attribute to blind Chance ſuch regular Ope- 
rations of Nature, and /o uniform a Grada- 
tion of the Pulſe, from the Beginning to the 
End of the Diſtemper. This Obſervation 
indeed remained mute, and lay neglected as 
a lifeleſs fortuitous Monſter, a mere Luſus 
Nature, for almoſt Two hundred Years ; but 
now quickened by the Facts obſerved by Dr. 
Solano, it loudly proclaims, in Conjunction with 
them, the Critical Operations of Nature, and 
in its Turn imparts a new Degree of Evi- 
dence and Force to thoſe very Facts, from 
which it derives its Life and Meaning; while 
the joint Authority of all the above-mentioned 
Caſes aſcertains to Medicine a new Ray of 
Light, by which the latent Operations of

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Nature may be diſcovered, and Crifes more 


certainly foreſeen than they could hitherto be. 


It is not to be doubted but that ſeveral 


ſuch Facts have frequently happened; but 
oy have been either totally neglected, or 
(which in Effe& is almoſt the ſame) imper- 
fectly recorded, becauſe the Connexion be- 
tween the above-mentioned Pulſes and their 
Criſes was never remarked, till Dr. Solano 


brought it to Light. Thus Wierus“ relates 


an Obſervation, which he neither underſtood, 
nor ſufficiently expreſſed ; tho Perſons ac- 
quainted with Dr. Solano's Facts will readily 
perceive its Tendency thro' the Obſcurity of 
the Deſcription, A Nobleman fell into what 
the Author calls a malignant Fever, which 
was from the Beginning attended with ſeveral 
evident Signs, a Saburra of the Prime Vie, 
bilious Vomiting, and Eructations, together 
with an anegual Pulſe, On the ſixth Day, 
the Firces alvinæ were very bilious and fetid; 
the following Night brought on a violent 
Exacerbation of all the Symptoms; and 
the ſeventh Day, in the Morning, the Pulſe 
began to intermit at every third Pulſation, 
But notwithſtanding the Appearance of a 
Symptom ſo. generally pronounced mortal by 
the Writers in Phyſick, Vierus, from the

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favourable State of all the other Signs, pro- 
gnoſticated the Patient's Recovery:; and ob- 
ſerving him very uneaſy at the Stomach, and 
frequently Puking, he ordered him for the 
next Day, viz. the eighth, a Purge which 
abundantly wrought, and entirely relieved 
him. The Intermiſion diſappeared on the 
ninth, and the Patient remained free from 
his Complaints. 221 


Here we have no Account of the Sof?- 
neſs or Hardneſs of the Pulſe with reſpect 
to the Puking on the ſeventh Day; no cer- 
tain Knowledge of the ſpontaneous Opera- 
tion of Nature, which is confounded with 


that of the Purge; no diſtin& Mention of the 
Vomiting and Erufation from the firſt Hint 


in the Beginning of the Fever until the ſeventh 
Day. Nevertheleſs, from what is clearly 
expreſſed in this Hiſtory, we may eaſily 
trace out a remarkable Coincidence of ſeveral 
Critical Circumſtances with the Intermiſſion of 
the Pulſe. This from the Beginning was 
unequal, under evident Signs of a Saburra of 
the Prime Vie; on the fxth Day the mor- 
bid Matter began to move down by the Anus; 
the next Night brought on a general Exacer- 
bation of the Symptoms, a wwell-nown pre- 
ceding Circumſtance of all conſiderable Cxiſes; 
on the ſeventh, the grand Critical Day, 
appeared the Intermiſſion of the Pulſe un- 


der a favourable Aſpect of the Diſtemper, 
LOR Al- 
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attended with a Nauſea and Puking, which 
ſeems to have been ſuſpended for ſome Days 
before; and laſtly, the [rtermfion and the 
Diſorder were jointly removed by the Purge 
on the eighth Day. Theſe muſt be allowed 
very ſtrong Circumſtances in an Obſervation 
ſo imperfectly related; how many others of 
the ſame kind have been ſtill more maimed 
and disfigured, nay abſolutely neglected, it is 
impoſſible to conjecture; but certainly of 
thoſe that have been taken Notice of, ſuch 
alone have emerged out of the Ob/curity of 
Deſcription, as were very extraordinary, and, 
if I may repeat the Expreſſion made uſe of 
in the Preface, ſuch as by the mere Force of 
their Evidence broke thro' the Prejudices and 
Inadvertency of the Obſerver. The Fact 
related by Alpinus would, in all Appearance, 
have been loſt to Poſterity, had not the Na- 
ture of this Author's Subject directly led him 
to it : Perhaps not even this would have pre- 
ſerved it to us, were not the Fact itſelf ſo 
very remarkable in all its Circumſtances, 
 Alpinus ſeems to have almoſt loſt Sight of it; 
he pens it down from his Memory at ſeveral 
Years Diſtance, and heſitates about the Pe- 
riods of Pulſation at which the Intermiſſion 
recurred. But now the Scene is opened to 
ſuch Advantage, and diſcloſes a Proſpect ſo 
uſeful to Mankind, a more active Spirit in 
examining and recording ſuch Caſes as ſhall 
occur on this. Subject in our own Climates, 


E may 
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may be juſtly expected from the known Cu- 
rioſity and Humanity of the Britiſb Phy- 
ſicians. It has indeed been long objected, nay 
it is ſtill imagined, that the Northern Cli- 
mates are incompatible with that regular 
Courſe of Diſtempers and Cyiſes obſerved in 
Greece by Hippocrates and other Ancients. 
This Objection is probably deduced from Aph. 
8. Sed. 3. But however true it may prove in 
ſome degree, there is very good Reaſon to 
think the Inference by much too extenſive, 
whereas the contrary is inſiſted on from Matters 
of Fact, by Phyſicians of acknowleged Skill, 
and long Experience, as ſhall be ſeen in the 
Second Part of this Work, Sect. I. Chap. IV.

CHAPTER I. 


The Reſult of my own Obſervations on 
the Rebounding Pulle. 


F 121 Perſons, in whom I have ob- 
ſerved the Rebounding Pulſe, 7 only 
neither bled at the Noſe, nor were 
affected with any Symptoms, which might be 
deemed a Tendency to a Hemorrhage of this 
Kind, or a Conſequence of its Failure, It is 
to be obſerved, that of theſe 7 none then la- 
boured under the Struggles of an acute Diſ-

temper, nor under any conſiderable Effort 


of the Conſtitution, and that in two of them 
the Rebounding of the Pulſe was irregular. 


The remaining 114 were all affected with 
ſome, and moſt with many of the following 
Symptoms; Univerſal Head-aches, Heavineſs . 
of the ſame Part, Giddineſs, Raving g, Stupi- 
dity, comatous and lethargick Aﬀections, Pains 
in the Forehead and Temples, in the Root and 
whole Extent of the Noſe, in the Ears and 
Zyes, ſometimes with a Twitching, Shooting 
and extraordinary Pulſation of the adjacent 
Arteries; Itching in the Noſe, Sneezing and 
Stuffing, as in a Coryza ; Deafneſs, Noiſe in 
the Ears, a Flux of purulent or ichorous 
Matter from them. Of all theſe Symptoms 

ſuch as affetied the Noſe were the moſt com- 
mon and remarkable. 


Of this whole Number, viz. 114, 42 
were merely affected with ſome or many of 
the Symptoms mentioned in the preceding 
Paragraph; 35 of theſe laſt in a very remark- 
able Manner, nay ſome for a Fortnight, three 
Weeks, even an entire Month, when the Re- 
bounding laſted ſo long, and the Patients re- 
mained in the Hoſpital ; of theſe 35, 9 had 
an irregular obſcure Rebounding : The re- 
maining 7 of the 42 were more imperfectly 
affected with the above-mentioned Symptoms, 
and without an evident Correſpondence with 


the 
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the Pulſe, which in wo of theſe laſt Was 
moſtly anomalous. 


The remaining 72 all bled ſome in a mo- 


derate, ſome in a leſs, and ſome in a very 
ſmall Quantity. 7 of this Number bled with 
ſuch equivocal Circumſtances,that I cannot 

ſitively affirm, whether the Blood trickled 


from the poſterior Parts of the internal Tract 


of the Noſe into the Fauces and Trachea, as 
J have ſometimes obſerved, or ouzed out im- 
mediately from theſe laſt Parts: In one of 
theſe 7 the Rebounding of the Pulſe Was ir- 


regular. 


The remaining 65 bled at the Noſe, with 
the following Circumſtances. | 


Viz. 11 bled before they came under my 
Obſervation, ſome immediately, and ſome a 
few Days before ; of this Number, four had 
only an inconſtant Rebounding in the Pulle, 
and yery ſlight Symptome in the Head. 


The remaining 54 bled in the Courſe of 
my Obſervation. 


In eig be of theſe, the Hemorrhage, and 
other — Symptoms which affected the 


Head, did not 9 correſpond with the 


Variations of the Pulſe, nor was the Pulſe it- 


ſelf regular in four of them. | | 
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In 30 of the remaining 46, the Hemor- 
rhage and Symptoms bore à more exatt Corre- 
ſpondence with the Rebounding of the Pulſe all 
the Time this laſted. The Pulle in fix was 


irregular. 


Laſtly, in the 16 remaining, of whom 7w9 
had an irregular Pulſe, the Hemorrhage and 
Symptoms appeared with a Conſtancy equal to 

the Duration of the Rebounding Pulſe, tho 
five only, or fix at moſt, bled exactly in the 
. Circumſtances mentioned by Dr. Solano in his 
Rules of Prognoſtication. 


CHAP. Il 


The Reſult of my own Obſervations on 
the Intermitting Pulle. 


F 23 Perſons, in whom I have obſerved 

the [ntermitting Pulſe, one only had 
the Intermiſſion regular and permanent; and 
in this Perſon the Diarrhea anſwered my 


Expectation, according to the Rules laid down 
by Dr. Solano. 


In the other 22, the Intermi ſion of the 
Pulſe was irregular and ſhifting and tho 
8 . the 
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the Diarrhea thereby ſignified could not, ac- 
cording to the Doctor, be poſitively depended 
on +, yet eighteen of them were pretty re- 
gularly attended with one or more of the fol- 
lowing Symptoms, Griping, Rumbling in the 
Inteſtines, Wind, the Piles, Looſeneſ5, and 
in a few an extraordinary Coſti veneſi, or an 
Indigeſtion. 


In tuo of the remaining five Caſes, the 
Correſpondence of theſe Symptoms with the 
Tntermiſſion of the Pulſe was more irregular 
and equi vocal, in a third inſignificant; yet 
with this remarkable Circumſtance, that after 
the Patient was purged, the Intermiſſion gra- 
dually diminiſhed and diſappeared. 


Laſtly, of the whole Number, the #9 


remaining Caſes of the five mentioned in the 


laſt Paragraph, are the only which were free 
from any of the above-mentioned Symptoms.

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CHAP. III. 
General Remarks on the Whole. 


R 0 M the foregoing Oblervations it 

appears, that of all the Perſons in whom 
J have obſerved the Rebounding Pulſe, the 
Ratio of thoſe who either bled at the Noſe, 
or were manifeſtly affected with ſuch Sym- 
ptoms as may be deemed a Tendency to a 
Hemorrhage of this kind, or the Conſequence 
of its Failure, to thoſe who were affected 
with neither, is ſomewhat more than Six- 
teen to One, 


That of ſuch as were merely affected with 
various Symptoms in the Head, to the whole 
Number, ſomewhat more than One to 

Three, 


That of ſuch as were regularly affected 
with theſe Symptoms, to the Whole, near as 
Two to Seven, 


That of ſuch as bled, to the Whole, near 
as Five to Eight. 


The Ratio of ſuch as certainly bled by the 
Noſe, to the Whole, near as Eight to Fifteen, 


Such 
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Such ' whoſe -Hemorrhages and Symptoms 
remaining after the Hemorrhages, bore a 


tolerable Correſpondence with the Pulſe, to 
the Whole, near as One to Four. | 


Such whoſe Hemorrhages and Symptoms 
bore a more exact Correſpondence with the 


Pulſe, to the Whole, as Two to Fifteen. 


Such whoſe Hemorrhages bore an exact 
Correſpondence with Dr. Solano's Rules, to 
the Whole, as One to Twenty. 


The joint Proportion of ſuch in whom 
either the above-mentioned Symptoms or 
Hemorrhages regularly perſevered, whilſt the 
Rebounding Pulſe ſubſiſted, to the Whole, as 
Two to Three. 


Of all the Perſons in whom I have ob- 
ſerved Hemorrhages by the Noſe, fince I 
have had the Knowledge of Dr. Solanos Ob- 
ſer vations, the Rebounding Pulſe was miſſing 
in Two only. 4 


Theſe Obſervations, tho' much inferior to 
thoſe alleged by Dr. Solano, are ſtill ab/olutely 


new in Medicine, and (even unſupported by 
cor- 
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correlative Facts) muſt appear very ſurpri- 
fing. | 


Now with reſpe& to the Deficiency of my 
own Obſervations, it is neceſſary to re- 
mark : | 


19, That of the One hundred and fourteen 
Perſons, in whom I have obſerved the He- 
morrhages and Symptoms above-mentioned, 
Twenty-eight, that is near One-fourth, having 
had an zrregular Pulſe, could not be de- 
pended on for a regular Appearance either of 


the Symptoms or Hemorrhages. 


20. That the Sum of the irregular Pulſes, 
Eleven, in the irregular Caſes Thirty-three, 
makes exactly One-third of the Whole: That 
of the irregular Pulſes, Seventeen, in the more 
regular Caſes Eighty-one, does not amount 
to full Orne-ffth of the Whole: Whence it 
appears, that on the Proportion of the regular 
and irregular Caſes, the latter were moſtly 
ſuch as were attended with an irregular 


| Pulſe. 


39. That of the whole Number in ge- 
neral, ſcarce five or ſix laboured under acute 
Fevers, and none of theſe ſuch as are, accord- 
ing to our practical Authors, remarkable for 
Hemorrbages; and that ſuch Hemorrhages as 
I have obſerved, were moſtly inſigniſicant in 


Quan. 
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e & and without any confiderable Effort 
of the Conſtitution. 


49. That in ſome Patients, the Hemor- 
rhages I expected by the Rebounding Pulſe, 
did not break out t:// helped by a kind of 
Preſſure or Concuſſion, as ſpontaneous Sneez- 
ing, an Effort in going to Stool, or Vomiting, 
which in theſe Perſons was neceſſary to over- 
come the Refiſtance of the Veſſels of the 
Noſe. This Reſiſtance was manifeſt in ſe- 
veral of thoſe on whom I have made my 
Obſervations, by a natural or morbid Dry- 
neſs, and want of the proper Secretion of 
Mucus in this Part. Thus may a Tendency 
to a Hemorrhage by the Noſe really ſubſiſt, 

without any Appearance of Blood, 


Fo. That fome of the Patients under this 


Pulſe, who bled-in very ſmall Quantities, or 
ſhed only a bloody Mucus, were careleſs in 
giving me Notice thereof, tho' they were 
thus affected for ſeveral: Days together. I 
diſcovered it ſometimes by mere Accident; 


others perhaps might have been in the ſame 


Caſe, without my Knowledge. How far 
theſe Circumſtances have concurred to cauſe 


a Difference between Dr. Solanos Obſerva- 
tions and mine, the Reader may determine, 


I muſt alſo add here, that my Obſerva- 
tions are not, in general, as complete as I 
could 
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could wiſh them : A very ſmall Number ex- 
cepted, they were all made in the Hoſpital 
of San Juan de Dios in Cadiz, In moſt of 
the Patients, I had not the Opportunity of 
obſerving the firſt Appearance nor the Ter- 
mination of the Rebounding and Intermitting 
Puljes, having no proper Information of the 
State of the Pulſe previous to my Obſerva- 
tions, and moſt of the Patients having quitted 
the Hoſpital before theſe Pulſes ceaſed ; 
wherefore I could not compare the State of 
the Patients under theſe Pulſes, to that they 
were in before and after, whence no ſmall 
Light would have reſulted, 


Neither had I the good Fortune to meet 
with the ' Pulſus Inciduus, nor with ſuch 
Caſes in which the Rebounding and Inter- 
mitting Pulſes gradually move from the 
greater to the ſmaller Periods of their Ap- 
pearance, as mentioned p. 2. u. 2. and have 
no perſonal Experience of the Criſes by Vo- 
miting or Urine. Theſe Caſes therefore are 
to be entirely referred to farther Experience. 


Tho', from theſe Deficiencies, my own 
Obſervations do not entitle me to form a 
complete and abſolute Judgment of Dr. So- 

. fano's Rules of Prognoſtication, ſtill there are 
ſome particular things which I can from 


thence poſitively determine.

10. It appears, that there really exiſts a ge- 
neral Connexion between the Pulſes mentioned 
by Dr. Solano and their reſpective Criſes ; 
Whereas only One-ſeventeenth of the Perſons 
in whom I have obſerved the Rebounding 
Pulſe were free from Hemorrhages by the 
Noſe, or from various Diſorders in the Head, 
while (even abſtracting from the irregular 
Caſes) Two-thirds of the Whole were re- 
markably affetted with either, and by: much 
the greater Part of this Number with hoth, 
particularly with a Sneez:ng, Stuffing and 
Itching of the Noſe, which I have obſerved 
more frequent and conſtant in ſuch Perſons 
as had no Hemorrhages. | 


.# 


As my Obſervations on the Intermitting 
| Pulſe are few and tolerably uniform, they, 
require no Recapitulation here: The Reader 
muſt retain a freſh Idea of the Looſeneſi and 
Symptoms with which it was attended. In 
Confirmation of this Connexion between the 
' Intermitting Pulſe and a Diarrhea, it may 
be proper to add here, what I have been aſ- 
ſured by Monſ. Ferren, an eminent Phyſician 
of Paris, viz, that he has obſerved this 
Pulſe fo regular a Symptom of a Saburra of 
the Prime Vie, that on purging the Patient 
the Intermiſſion diſappears, and that from his 


repeated Experience thereof he looks on the 
TEE Inter- 
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Intermitting Pulſe in Acute Fevers as a real 
Indication for Purging. An Obſervation 
very analogous to Dr. Soland's and mine. This 
Hint may be further corroborated by a known 
practical Remark, which is, that the Inter- 

mitting Pulſe is no uncommon Symptom of 
Worms in the Prime Vie: Be the Cauſe of 
this what it will, the Fact is manifeſtly to 


my Purpoſe. 


20. Notwithſtanding the various Evidence, 
which, from the Beginning of this Work, 
appears in favour of the Connexion obſerved 
between the Pulſes above-mentioned and their 
reſpeftive Criſes, that of Dr. Solano, of the 
Phyſicians mentioned in the Preface, of Pro- 
ſper Alpinus, of ſuch as follow at the End of 
this Work, and laſtly of my own; I fay, 
notwithſtanding all this Evidence, it appears 
from the Number of Perſons who, accordi 

to ſome of my Obſervations, did not bleed 
at the Noſe under the Rebounding Pulſe or, 
did not bleed exactly according to Dr. Solano 
Rules, that this Pulſe is rather the Sign and 
Effect of a Tendency to a Hemorrhage by the 
Noſe, than an abſolute and certain Sign of 
this Hemorrhage, as the Doctor has perem- 
ptorily publiſhed. That it is a real Effect of 
this Tendency, may be juſtly concluded from 
the diſappearing of this Pulſe, when the He- 


morrhage and all Diſpoſitions towards a new 
one 
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one ſubſiſt no longer, which I have ſometimes 
obſerved +. 5 


30. Since the Hemorrhage cannot always 
be abſolutely depended on from the Appear- 
ance of the Rebounding Pulſe, much lefs 
can the Time in which the Hemorrhage 1s 
to happen be exactly predetermined, let the 
Cauſes of its Detention be what they will. 
This has alſo been confirmed to me by my 
Friend Don Juan de Pedraza y Caſtilla, 
who, tho' he has often experienced the Truth 
of Dr. Solano's Rules of Prognoſtication, (as 
will appear by ſome Caſes at the End of this 
Work) has ſometimes been diſappointed by 
his Reliance on them. Nay, the Doctor 


himſelf has acknowledged to me in a Letter, 


a few Months after my Departure from An- 
Fequera, that in ſeveral of the Caſes which 
for ſome ſmall time before occurred to him, 
the Criſes indicated by the Pulſe, on account 
of various Impediments in the Excretory 
Ducts, or in the Fluids which were to be 
evacuated, did not happen regularly within 
the Time limited in his Rules of Prognoſti- 
cation; but nevertheleſs he aſſured me, that 


they immediately appeared on the Removal 
of thoſe Obſtacles,

F Some 
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Some Species of Hemorrhages there are, 
which probably can have no Connexion with 
the Rebounding Pulſe; ſuch, I ſay, as happen 
without any Effort of the Conſtitution, and 
ſpontaneoufly flow from a fimple Dilatation 
or Erofion of the Capillary Blood-veſſels of the 
Noe; becauſe I conceive the Rebounding Pulſe 
to be the Effect of that general State of t 
Solids which tends to a Hemorrhage at the 
Noſe, with ſome * of Streſs and Con- 


tention. 


I now come to ſome general Remarks on 
the Intermitting Pulſe, As this is much 
more eafily perceived than the Rebounding 
Pulſe, it has been the Object of many curious 
Obſervations, while the Jatter lay almoſt en- 
tirely neglected, The Diſſection of ſuch as 
have laboured under an habitual Intermitting 
Pulſe has plainly brought to Light the 

| Cauſes which produced it in various Diſorders 
and Impediments of the Heart, neighbouring 
Blood-weſſels and Lungs ; and Mechanical 
Theory has enabled us to demonſtrate from 
them the Intermiſſion of the Pulſe. All Caſes 
of this kind, which every intelligent Phyſician 
muſt be acquainted with, are evidently ſo 
many Exceptions to the Rule by which Dr, 
Solano eſtabliſhes the Intermitting Pulſe a Sign 
of a Critical Diarrhb#a. But ſuch Caſes the 


Doclor, who was very limited in his Reading, : 
had 
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had no Knowledge of, or did not attend to: 
It is evident in general, that an habitual Pulſe 


cannot be Critical F. 


Beſides the known Cauſes of an habitual 
Intermiſſion in the Pulſe, we can from evi- 
dent Principles demonſtrate ſome Cauſes of a 
tranſient fleeting Intermiſſion entirely foreign 
to a Criſis; ſuch as Spaſins, Convulſians, In- 
flammation of the Heart, Weakneſs, an extra- 
ordinary Repletion or Tranition, with a few 
others equally obvious, in which a judicious 
Phyſician cannot be miſtaken. Such Caſes are 
alſo as many Exceptions to Dr. So/ano's general 
Rule on the Intermitting Pulſe. 


But it 1s certain, in Matter * Fact, that 
the Appearance of this Pulſe is not confined 
to fach Caſes as I have hitherto mentioned. 
Hence various other Cauſes have been gueſſed 
at by Theori/ts, but none plainly demon- 
rc] or applicable to particular Caſes with 
any tolerable Degree of Certainty ; they muſt 
therefore remain in the Claſs of mere abſ- 
tracted Poſſibilities, with which Men of real 
Knowledge have no Concern. Whence it 1s 
plain, that in all ſuch Caſes we are not, in 


the preſent State of Knowleage, furniſhed

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with ſufficient Reaſons to deny the Inter- 
mitting Pulſe a Significancy of a Dzarrhea. 
_ This 3 entirely upon Experience, and is 
thereby to be determined; tho the mechanical 
Cauſes of the Relation of this Pulſe to a 
Diarrhea, or of the other Critical Pulſes to 
their reſpective Evacuations, ſhould for ever 


remain a Myſtery, as we muſt now confeſs 
them to be. 


5 am ſenſible, from my own Experience, 
how apt moſt Reaſoners will be, on the firſt 
View of this Treatiſe, to form to themſelves 
a thouſand various Explanations of the Cauſes 
of theſe Pulſes, Cauſes abſolutely foreign to 
any Idea of a Criſs; but I am equally ſenſible, 
that an exact Attention to the Circumſtances 
under which theſe Pulſes frequently appear, 
will ſoon diſſipate ſuch vain Phantoms of the 
Imagination, and with this Hint could as ef- 
fectually prevent them. 


In the Midſt of this Obſcurity, I think I 
can venture to conjecture, from ſeveral Ob- 
ſervations I have made on the reciprocal ſhift- 
ing of the Critical Pulſes from one Wriſt to 
the other, that they do not proceed from any 
Cauſe limited to the Heart or general Syſtem 
of the Blood-veſjels; for in either Caſe it is 
demonſtrable, that the Arteries of the Right 
and Left Side muſt be equally influenced there- 
by, through the common Arterial Trunk, 

. except 


* 
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except the Veſſels of the one Side were dif- 
ferent in Structure or Strength from thoſe of 
the other, which I allow to be often the Caſe 
in this laſt reſpect, becauſe I have generally 
obſerved the Rehounding Pulſe more evident in 
the Right than the Left Wriſt, the Arm of 
this Side being commonly leſs exerciſed and 
weaker: But then it is evident, this, and all 
other Differences ariſing from the preſent Hy- 

theſis, ſhould be permanent, and not va- 
riably ſhift from one Side to the other in the 
ſame Perſon, The Difference of Poſition or 
Attitude of the Body, and conſequently an 
unequal Compreſſion of the Axillary and 
Brachial Arteries at different Times, may be 
urged in favour of this Shifting in the fame 


Perſon; but again, I have often obſerved it too 
regular to be attributed to ſo fleeting a Cauſe | 


as this T. 


There remains no other to which this Phæ- 
nomenoy can properly be attributed but the 
Nerves, the prime original moving Powers of 
the Body, which, we know, both from com- 

mon Experience and Anatomy, have an inde- 
pendent Action in their diſtinct Diſtributions, 
and may differently aſſect the one and the other 
Side of the Body at the ſame time, Among

5 3 ſome 
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ſome other Differences, I have obſerved the Re- 
bounding and Intermitting Pulſes, which before 
were equal in both Wriſts, to diſappear totally 
in the Right Wriſt for ſome Hours, nay for a 
whole Day, while they perſiſted with their 
uſual Evidence in the Left, and then again ſhift 
from this to the former : Whence it may be 
very probably inferred, that not only He 
Shifting and other Differences of theſe Pulſes, 

but alſo the Pulſes themſelves, proceed from 
an immediate Influence of the Nerves on the 
Heart, and its appending vaſcular Syſtem, 

for the Reaſons above-mentioned; which 
would prove a Caſe very diſtinct in its Cauſe 
from the common Irregularities of the Pulſe. 


On the Whole, tho' my Obſervations fall 
ſhort of thoſe alleged by Dr. Solano, yet it 
muſt be allowed they tend to prove the ſame 
thing in-general which he has advanced, and 
thereby give, independently of the many Wit- 
neſſes he produces, a great Degree of Credibility 
to his Facts: But notwithſtanding the Truth of 
theſe, from what I have obſerved, I can ſcarce 
think all his Obſervations on this Matter were 
of equal Exactneſs and Force with thoſe he has 
publiſhed. His Imagination ſeemed overcome 
by-a Number and Variety of extraordinary 


Facts of this Kind; inſomuch that in the 


Caſes we jointly obſerved, when the Evacua- 
tions indicated by the Pulſe happened to meet 


with any e T have always found him 


ready

ready to catch at every little Reaſon and Cir- 
cumſtance to reconcile ſuch Delays to the ab- 
ſolute Certainty of the Indication. He was 
perſuaded his Obſervations had led him to a 
fixed and perfect Method of prognoſticating 
Criſes, as may be obſerved by his Rules in 
the Beginning of this Work ; and by a Hurry 
of Imagination too common in Obſervers of 
new and extraordinary Things, he publiſhed 
them as a complete Diſcovery in this re- 
ſpect. So difficult it is for Human Nature 
to preſerve a ſteady Judgment under the flat- 
tering Ideas and Over-bearing of Self-ſatiſ- 
faction in Succeſs of any kind! 


It is plain how much I differ from Dr, 
Solano, by reducing this Matter o 4 fimple 
Connexion between the Pulſes I have obſerved 
and their reſpective Criſes, a Connexion by 
which the Critical Tendencies of Nature are 
brought to Light, Criſes have been often 
foretold at ſeveral Days Diſtance, indepen- 
dently of the Signs mentioned by the Ancients, 
and therefore may hereafter. In this Light 
alone I publith the preſent Obſervations, 


I am at the ſame time convinced this Mat- 
ter is to be managed with Caution and Pa- 
tience : Caution, to avoid a peremptory Pro- 
gnoſtication, or the falſe Hopes of a Grifis, 
when there may be only an ineffeFual Ten- 
dency towards it: Patience, to obſerve mi- 
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nutely all the Symptoms that accompany the 
Critical Pulſes, and to purſue ſteadily the 
Obſervation of ſuch Caſes, notwithſtanding 
the Diſappointments which may occur, either 
through an Inexperience of theſe Pulſes, or 
the Irregularity of the Caſes themſelves. He 
who is not ſatisfied to examine the Matter on 
theſe Terms, ſhould give himſelf no Trouble 
about it, x12! 


It is to be conſidered, how ſmall a Portion 
of abſolute Certainty we enjoy in Phyſic, and 
conſequently how important, how precious 
is every Grain of Certainty we can add to it, 
This is evidently gained by the Concurrence 
of ſeveral Circumſtances to prove the ſame 
Thing; the more theſe are multiplied, the 
greater the Certainty. Now ſhould the Con- 
nexion hitherto inſiſted on appear on future 
Experience more variable than I have found 
it, nevertheleſs, as this Connexion in general 
is in Matter of Fact proved beyond all Di/- 
pute, it is plain, that the Appearance of any 
of the above-mentioned Pulſes, in Conjunction 
with the other known Critical Signs of the 
Evacuation indicated by the Pulſe, muſt form 
a ſtronger Evidence in favour of the Criſis, 
than can be obtained by the ſeparate Appear- 
ance of any Number of theſe Signs. 


Tho the modern Practice ſeems generally 
calculated to prevent Crz/es, nevertheleſs it is 
certain in Fact, theſe ſometimes happen, nay 

after 
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after repeated Evacuations, and Remedies of 
all Sorts +, When theConſtitution is thus bent, 
it muſt be allowed a great Advam age to fore- 
ſee the impending Criſis. Even in ſuch 
Caſes in which there is only an ineffectual 
Tendency to a Criſis, it is of mighty Im- 
portance to the Phyſician to know towards 
what Evacuation Nature inclines, or in other 
Terms, what is then the real State, the Play 
and Oeconomy of the diſtemper d Machine. 
Either this muſt be the Evidence a Phyſician 
proceeds on, or none; and what leads to a 
more exact Knowledge in this way, deſerves 
the Attention and Reſearches of every Well- 
wiſher to Mankind, which 1s the only thing 
I aim at, leaving the Reader to his own fu- 
ture Experience. 


But, to procure an impartial Examination 
of this Matter, it will be neceſſary to remove 
ſome Difficulties, perhaps they may be juſtly 
called Prejudices, which from the Days of 
Paracelſus and Van Helmont, have prevail'd 
with moſt Phyſicians againſt Criſes, and may 
raiſe a Cloud of miſtaken Objections on the 
very Mention of the preſent Work. Theſe 
therefore I ſhall conſider in the following 
Chapter, with all the regard due to the Pre- 
valency of Cuſtom on the one Side, and with 
all the decent Freedom which Truth may re- 
quire on the other,

CHAP. IV. 


Some general Hints on the Nature, the 
Ancient Obſervance, and Modern 
Meglect of Criſes. 


ROM the general Neglect of Criſes in 
the preſent Age, it is juſtly apprehended, 
that many will be apt to cenſure this Work 
as deluſive and imaginary, tending to revive 
in the Practice of Medicine the old exploded 
Tenets of Criſes eſtabliſhed by Hippocrates. 


To prevent ſo ſpecious an Objection, I beg 
leave to obſerve to the Reader, 


10. That in this Work it is evident I 
merely inſiſt on particular Facts; and even 
theſe I propoſe only as an Inducement to the 
Gentlemen of the Faculty, (a very ſufficient 
one, if I am not greatly miſtaken) to make 
their Obſervations on the ſame Matter, that 
by a more extenſive Experience it may be 
determined how far it obtains, and what 
Streſs is to be laid upon it. 


2dly, Suppoſing even that in the common 
Courſe of Practice, Criſes were neither to be 
depended on, nor attended to ; nevertheleſs it 
muſt be allowed, that the Facts delivered = 
18 
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this Work have their Merit, in bringing to 
Light ſeveral particular Caſes never before 
thought of; and in ſtanding as Examples at 
leaſt in Caſes of the ſame kind, which muſt 
naturally occur from time to time, ſince they 
have already been ſo often obſerved. in the 
Courſe of a few Years. 


zaͤly, Beſides the Infight theſe Facts in 
general afford us into the Critical Tendencies 
of Nature, there accrues to Medicine an un- 
deniable Advantage from the Obſervations on 
the Iutermitting Pulſe in particular. It is 
very well known, what fatal Prognoſtics 
are annexed to the Appearance of this Pulſe 
in Acute Fevers *, both by our modern and an- 
cient Authors: What Scenes of groundleſs 
Terror and Deſolation have been thereon 
cauſed in Families! What inglorious Miſtakes 
in Phyſicians, who have, in ſuch Caſes, more 
than once poſitively pronounced the Doom of 
their Patients, and deſerted them in a Panic, 
while wiſer Nature happily played her part 
unpercei ved, and in the common Courſe of 
Things, wrought Cures, which inadvertent 
Art, in its own Defence, ignorantly called 
Miracles! But now theſe Terrors and Miſ- 
takes are effectually removed by the Facts I 
mention, the Intermitting Pulſe in Acute

Fevers 
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Fevers is no longer formidable of itſelf; it 
becomes ominous then only, when other 
Signs, diſtinct from this, concur to ſhew, that 
it is not Critical, that the Crifis thereby 
denoted is improper, or that the Patient 1s 
too weak to undergo it; and the Phyſician, 
freed from idle Apprehenſions, is left to judge 
coolly from the whole State of the Caſe, 
whether the Intermitting Pulſe denotes either 
Danger, or a happy Criſis. Were Medicine to 
reap no other Benefit by the preſent Work, 
than multiplied Examples of innoxious Inter- 
miſſions of the Pulſe in Caſes wherein they 
are generally held mortal, it muſt be allowed 
a Matter of no ſmall Importance. 


4thly, Tho' it is-notorious, both from the 
Bulk of modern Writers and Practitioners. in 
Phyſic, that the Obfervations of the An- 
cients on Criſes are almoſt generally neglected; 
yet I dare venture this bold Aſſertion, viz. 
That theſe Obſervations have never yet been 
publicly proved falſe or precarious, or our 
Neglect of them properly juſtified by any Au- 


thor. 


J acknowlege myſelf, at the Diſtance I 
now am from my Books, unprepared for 
ſtating the Caſe on the Side of the Ancients 
in as ſtrong a Light as it is capable of; never- 
theleſs, fince it has been hitherto neglected, 
I hope the following Remarks, which acci- 
WE dentally

dentally lie by me, will not be diſagrezable 
to the Reader. I 


To remove a dead Lumber of Objections, 
which has been ſo frequently heaped upon 
the Doctrine of Cr:/es, I ſhall begin by 
obſerving, that notwithſtanding the Confufion 
of the Works commonly attributed to Hip- 
pocrates, and the multiplied Contradictions 
which occur therein, yet from a general View 
of the Whole, it appears, 1. That it is not 
there pretended, that all Acute Fevers are to 
be terminated by Criſes, 2. That beſides 
the Days called Septenary and Semr-ſeptenary, 
(how proper or improper the Name, is foreign 
to my preſent Purpoſe, which only takes in 
the Subſtance of Things under their uſual De- 
nominations) beſides theſe, I ſay, others, as 
the fifth and the ninth, were acknowleged 
Critical Days. 3. That the . Even Days, or 
Dies Pares, were alſo allowed to be Critical, 
and conſequently, as far as can be gathered 
from the Facts contained in theſe and other 
ancient Writings, (rejecting all the acceſſory 
Errors, and philoſophical Fables, imprudently 
intruded into this gubſett) that the real Doc- 
trine of Criſes imports no more in general, 
than, 1½, That the Septenary and Semi-ſep- 
tenary Days are in a peculiar manner dedi- 
cated to the Critical Revolutions f Acute Fe- 
vers, and moſtly ſuch Revolutions as tend to 
the Recovery of the Sick, without any Exclu- 


on 
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fron of the other Days, particularly from the 
leſs favourable Criſes, 2dly, That Criſes can 
be foreſeen by the Signs deſcribed for this 
Purpoſe by the Ancients, 


This once allowed to be the Caſe, as I 
believe it muſt, all ſuch Objections as have 
been made againſt the 6Iiſt Apboriſin, Sect. 
4. of Hippocrates, and other correlative Paſ- 
ſages, againſt the Pytbagorical Numbers, the 

pretended Conformity of Criſes, and Critical 
Days, with the Courſe of the Moon *, the 
Contradiction found in the various Combina- 
tions of the Septenary and Semi- ſeptenary 
Days, and in their Coincidence with the 
Dies Pares, together with a thouſand other 
Objections of the ſame Nature, tho' inſiſted 
on with ſo much Clamour by ſeveral Au- 
thors, evidently ſtick in the Surface of Things, 
and fall quite ſhort of the Subſtance and real 

Doctrine of Criſes. 


It is moreover evident, that ſuch Objec- 
tions as have been raiſed on the ſuppoſed Dif- 
ferences in reckoning the Days of Acute Fe- 
vers, are precarious and of no Force, while 
theſe Differences are not poſitively proved in 
the particular Caſes alleged in favour of the 
ancient Obſervations on Criſes. 


This I mean merely in the Galenic Hypotheſis, and 
not in the rational Senſe propoſed by the learned Dr. Mead 
in bis Treatiſe de Imper. Sol. &. Lum. 


Such 
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Such as are derived from abſtracted Theo- 
retical Ideas, are abſolutely puerile; becauſe 
it muſt be acknowleged we never yet could 
demonſtrate the Cauſes of the regular Cri- 
tical Periods in the Small- Pox, Meaſles, In- 
termitting Fevers , and ſeveral other daily 
occurring Diſtempers. Matters of this Na- 
ture lie ſo much beyond the Reach of our 
preſent Portion of Knowledge in the Theory 

of Medicine, that it muſt be allowed an 
Attempt equally abſurd, either to prove or 
refute them by any abſtracted Principles of

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excite the Enquiries of abler Phyſicians into 


this Subject) to give here two Inſtances of 
Obſervations in this Way, even in our 


Northern Climates, from two eminent Practi- 
tioners, the one ancient, and the other mo- 
dern. 


The latter is the celebrated Frederic 
Hoffmann, an Author fo well known, and ſo 
common, that I need only refer the Reader 
to his general Obſervations on Criſes in the 
zd Vol. of his Medicina Rationalis; in which 
he vindicates the Ancients, and ſhews from 
a nice Experience of Forty Years. Practice, 
that in moſt Acute Fevers, the third, fourth, 


ſeventh, eleventh, or fourteenth Day, is par- 


ticularly remarkable for Critical Revolutions ; 
and diſtinguiſhes from all other Days, the 
ninth and eleventh, for the unhappy Caſta- 
ftrophes, which frequently attend them, 
Surely ſuch a regular Courſe of Experience 
as this, muſt be allowed ſome Weight and 
Authority, or there can be no ſuch Art as 
Medicine 


The other Inſtance is from the famous 
Foreſtus, an Author not inferior to any Phy- 
ſician of his Age, either in Medicinal Eru- 
dition or Experience. As his Works are at 
preſent ſomewhat rare, I am perſuaded ſe- 
veral Readers will be much better pleaſed to 
find here an Abſtract of what relates to the

Of forty-eight Hiſtories of Acute Fevers 

related by this Author +, without any parti- 
cular View to our preſent Subject, it is very 
remarkable, that thirty-/even Caſes ( viz. 
' Three-fourths of the whole Number) were 
either attended with Criſes, or terminated 
on ſuch Days as have been ſtyled /eptenary 
and /emr-ſeptenary; the 4th, 7th, 11th, 14th, 
17th and 21ſt; of this Number, viz. th:rty- 
ſeven, ſeventeen Patients had Criſes, 'and all 
recovered; of the twenty others, who had no 
Criſes, fix died: A wide Difference indeed 


Of theſe Fevers, fve were terminated on 
the 4th Day, of which free Patients died; 
twenty-two on the 7th, of which died the 
other three; the reſt were happily terminated,

ſeven on the 14th, fo on the 11th, one on 


the 17th, and one on the 2 1ft. 


The Remainder of the forty-eight Caſes 
( that is, One-fourth of the Whole) were 
either attended with Criſes, or terminated 
on the following Days, the 5th, gth, roth, 
20th and 24th; but with this remarkable 
Difference from the above-mentioned Caſes,

a Number which does not amount to One- 
fifth of the Caſes belonging to this Para- 
graph, whereas the Number of Cr:fes which 
happened on the /e ptenary and. /emi-ſeptenary 
Days, is very near equal to One-half of the 
Caſes belonging to theſe Days. Five of the Pa- 
tients recovered, and the other fix died; that 
is juſt as many as died out of the ehirty-{ even 
mentioned in the two preceding Paragraphs. 


Seven of theſe Fevers terminated on the 
gth Day, of which five Patients died; the other 
died on the 5th, and of the 7wo Critical 


Caſes one proved mortal. ;, en 1 


Dppon the Whole, it evidently appears, how 
. vaſtly ſuperior was the 7th Day to all the reſt, 
- both as to the Number and n Event of 
the Criſes and Terminations; for on this Day 
| happened Fee Criſes, nineteen Recoveries, 
and only three Deaths. The next to the 7th 
was the 14th, on which happened 70 Cr1/es, 
even Recoveries, and no Death. The 4th 
and gth appear in the contrary Light; out 
of Boe, whoſe Fevers terminated on the 4th, 
all without a Criſis, tbree died: On ts 9th 
appeared only one Criſis, and of ſeven Ter- 

minations on this Day five were mortal. 


It appears alſo from the foregoing Obſer- 
vations, that of nineteen Patients, who' had 
| Criſes, 
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Criſes, only one died; a Circumſtance ex- 
tremely favourable: to the Critical Method of 
Practice, whereas of the tapenty-n;ue, who 
had not the Benefit of Cr:/es, eleven died. 
And here it is proper to add a very important 
Obſervation on this Subject, which, is, #hat 
by the Rules eſtabliſhed by the Ancients, Fo- 
reſtus has foretold ſeveral of theſe Criſes one, 
to and three Days before they happened, as 
every curious Phyſician, who,-will, be at the 
Trouble of reading over thoſe Hiſtories, will 
ſee with no leſs Pleaſure than Improvement. 


I am very averſe from eſtablithing any ge- 
neral poſitive Rules on ſo ſmall a Number of 
Facts, nor can I; at a Diſtance from my 
Books, and not entirely diſengaged from other 
Affairs, enter into an exact Compariſon of 
theſe Facts with ſuch as are delivered by other 
Hiſtorians of Acute Fevers; yet, if my Me- 
mory does not fail me, I dare ſay the Subject 
I now treat would not loſe much by the 
Compariſon, and I wiſh this were properly 
attempted. In the mean time, the foregoing 
Remarks are ſufficient to evince, that the Do- 
ctrine of Criſes, rightly underſtood, ſeems really 
ſupported by ſtrong Matters of Fact, and js 
neither to be ridiculed, nor treated in a ſuper- 
cilious manner, by any prudent Phyſician, till 
theſe and other like Facts are proved from 
Experience either falſe or precari eus,

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Now wi ih id pect to the practical Uſe of 
Criſes in Medicine, two Arguments may be 
urged againſt 1 it. 


The firſt, which I TY heard objected by 2 
Phy fician of Merit, is the Danger appre- 
hended to accompany Criſes, on the Suppo- 
fition, That theſe ariſe only from. a violent 
Struge le of Nature to diſcharge an over- 
powering Load of Fluids, a Struggle in which 
Jhe may fink under the Burden, and 12 
quently is more prudent to prevent whi c< f 
fo run the R/ que of. 


It muſt indeed be acknowledged, that the 2 io- 
lende and Agonies which attend ſome Criſes, 
with the dangerous Effects of Nature's failing 
in its Critical Efforts, enforce the foregoing Ob- 
jection, and prove this to be ſometimes the 
"Caſe: But that it is generally otherwiſe, ap- 
peats almoſt evident from the following Ob- 


ſervations. 


10. It is certain, there are many Inſtances 
of Criſes after very confiderable Evacuations 
by Bleeding and Purging, of which ſome 
Exam ples muy be ſeen in this Work. 


20. Several Criſes happen without any re- 
markable Tumult or Struggle in the Patient, 


of which alſo are ſome Examples in this 
x Work, 
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Work. Theſe two Obſervations are abſolute - 
ly inconfiſtent with the Objection juſt now 


mentioned, 


39. Criſes 2 follow a fixed Order, 
1%, With reſpect to the Days in which they 
happen. 2dly, With reſpect to the preceding 
Coction or Crudity, by which the Succeſs of 
Criſes may be foreſeen with a Certainty equal 
to any other we have in the Practice of Me- 
dicine. This the Ancients have inſiſted on 
from Matters of Fact, and ſuch Moderns as 
have taken the Pains of making exact Ob- 
ſervations thereon, have confirmed, Zaly, 
With reſpe& to the Prognoſtic Signs by which 
Criſes may be foreſeen ſometimes three Days 
before they happen, when no extraordinary 
Tumult or Struggle appears in the Patient, as 
may be inſtanced from Foreſtus, Solano, and 
others. | 


From the Obſervations alleged in this laſt. 
Paragraph, it evidently follows, that, at leaſt 
in the Caſes there mentioned, the Springs of 
the Body are, if I may ſo expreſs it, pre- 
viouſly wound up to the Key of the future 
Criſis, and that all their antecedent Play ta- 
citly concurs to prepare this Event. Such a 
Situation of the Body appears to be the natu- 
ral and neceſſary Effect of the Seat of the 
Diſtemper, the Quality of the morbid Fluids, 
and the general Diſpoſition of the Syſtem of

Solids, whoſe imperceptible Combinations de- 
termine the Whole, without any dangerous 
Violence to certain meaſured Motions, and 
particular fixed Evacuations, by the ſimple 
Effect of Proportion and Harmony. This 
diſtant Preparation for a + Criſis, under the 
Circumſtances mentioned in the three pre- 
ceding Paragraphs, is evidently nothing leſs 
than the ſteady Work of Nature, or of that 
providential Mechaniſm of the Body de- 
ſtined by theCreator to ſubdue gradually, and 
then to caſt off, whatever is in any Degree 
nox1ous, through ſuch particular Outlets, as, 
according to the Combinations juſt now hinted 
at, are moſt capable of affording it a Paſſage. 
This Work of Nature is perpetual, conſtant 
and uniform, becauſe it is derived from a 
permanent Principle, the very Structure of 
our Body, In flight Fevers it 1s carried on 
almoſt imperceptibly, in ſmarter ones. more 
evidently, and then alone with Violence, Con- 
fuſion and Danger, when the Body is under 
violent Circumſtances, and the Springs 0 
Life ready to crack, In this laſt Caſe, and 


in this only, does the above-mentioned Ob- 
jection hold. 


The ſecond Objection conſiſts in the Un- 
certainty of for:ſeeing Criſes. The Anſwer 
to this has been in ſome meaſure anticipated 
in the 3d Part of that to the firſt Objection ; 
but indeed the main Point is, that this Charge

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is quite arbitrary and deſtitute of Proof. The 
Ancients have pleaded Matters of Fa& on 


their Side, of * J have already given 
ſome Inſtances, and from them laid down 


fixed Rules for the Prognoſtication of Criſes; 
Facts and Rules both equally adopted in our 
own Times by the great Boerhaave, not to 
mention ſeveral other Phyſicians of Repute. 
Every thinking Man muſt feel the Weight of 


ſo — a Series of Obſervations, and ſo much 
inſiſted on, 


Now it is asked, From what Facts are the 
Rules laid down by the Ancients for the 


Prognoſtication of Criſes, proved falſe or pre- 
carivue? by what Authors? in what Circum- 


ſtances ? 
” 


Here it is to be remarked, that no Obſer- | 
vations can with any Colour of Juſtice be. 
urged againſt thoſe of the Ancients, but ſuch. 


as have been made on their Plan. It is very 
evident, that if the whole Series of Signs, 


which by the Obſervation of the Ancients 


lead to the Knowledge of future Criſes, viz, 
The Signs of Crudity and Coction, with thoſe 


of an imminent Criſes, or any one of them, 


has been neglected in the Hiſtory of a Diſ- 


temper, then-ſuch a Hiſtory cannot, without. 


an apparent Inconſequence, be alleged againſt 


the Certainty of the Obſervations of the 


Ancients on Criſes; becauſe it is plainly defi- 
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cient in one or more Circumſtances abſolutely 
requiſite for the Knowledge of Criſes. Again, 
ſhould this Obſervation be perfect in all the 
foregoing reſpects, and yet the buſy Practi- 
tioner, upon a Critical Revolution in the Pa- 
tient, (which is often attended with an Exa- 
cerbation of the Fever, an Uneafineſs, and 
ſometimes a Delirium) diſturb the Opera- 
tion of Nature, by Evacuations, Narcoticks, 
or any other unſeaſonable Remedy, it is ma- 
nifeſt, that in ſuch a Caſe the Deficiency of a. 
Criſis (ſhould this fail thereon) cannot be 
attributed to any Uncertainty in the Obſer- 
vations of the Ancients. It is therefore again 
asked, Whether there really exiſts in Me- 
dicine a Series of Obſervations accurately 
made on the Plan of the Ancients, which 
reverſes thoſe alleged by them on CrAudity, 
Coction, and the Foreknowledge of Criles ? 
If fo, ſuch Obſervations ſhould be produced 
to public View; otherwiſe our modern 
Practice in Acute Fevers may be liable to 
many Difficulties, which have not yet been 
cleared up. 


It is notorious, that in the preſent Aga, a 


' Method of Cure not improperly called Her- 


culean, prevails in Medicine; that, I mean, 
by which Phyſicians attempt to maſter Na- 
ture, and force Acute Fevers to take the Turn 
they think proper on every Emergency, by 


the ſuperior Power of Reaſoning, without. 
any 
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any. regard to the Obſervations of the An- 
cients on the natural Courſe and Progreſs of 
theſe Diſeaſes. Thus, on the Appearance of 
any uncommon Uneaſineſs, of a Delirium, 
on. an Exacerbation of the Fever, Blood. 
letting, Bliſters, Opium, or other Remedies, 
are immediately ordered, without examining, 
as the Ancients did by the antecedent Courſe 
of the Fever in all its Circumſtances, whe- 
ther the Symptoms they ſtrike at are merely 
Symptomatical. or Critical ; a Matter which 
ſtill appears to be of great Importance in-the 
Determination of any powerful Remedy, as 
may be judged by ſeveral Inſtances deduced 
from Practice. I ſcarce believe there is any 
modern Phyſician, who would not wiſh him- 
ſelf in the Place of Galen, when this great 
Man, by his Preſcience of an imminent Cri- 
tical Hemorrhage of the Noſe, prevented a 
Bleeding ordered by other Phyſicians for a 
Roman Youth, and by the happy Succeſs of 
his Prediction obtained for his Patient the 
immediate Recovery of his Health, and for 
himſelf a glorious Reputation. In the third 
Caſe, on Hemorrhages of the Noſe, atteſted 
by Dr. Alvarez in the firſt Part of this 
Work, I do. not imagine any judicious Phy- 
| fician would have been well ſatisfied with 
himſelf for having let the Patient Blood the 
Evening before the Criſis, as Dr. Alvarez 
intended; or could, on cool Reflection, ex- 


pect from an artificial Bleeding ſo ſudden and 
ſo 
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fo complete a Recovery as the Critical Hes 
morrhage produced. Ballonius, I remember, 
an exact Obſerver of Nature, and acknow- 
ledged a judicious Practitioner, gives, in his 
firſt Book of Epidemics, a ſtrong Caution 
- againſt Evacuations of all forts af the Approach 
of, or on a Critical Day, aſſuring he has 
often ſeen violent and dangerous Hyperca- 
tharſes conſequent to a ſlight Purge given on 
the fixth Day of an Acute Fever. A like 
Obſervation is made in the 4th Book Leg! 
No owy, attributed to H tppocrates. 


As I apprehend ſome forward Theoriſts 
may look on theſe two laſt Hints as the 
Effect of a prepoſſeſſed Imagination, and an- 
cient Medicinal Superſtition, it may for their 
ſake be convenient to confirm them by the 
Authority of the greateſt Practitioner that 
the preſent Age, or perhaps any other ſince 
Hippocrates, has produced. By this Cha- 
racter it will be eaſily perceived I mean the 
late famous Dr. Radcliſte. It is very well 
known, that this great Man was particularly 
remarkable for a religious and ſurpriſingly 
ſucceſsful] Obſervance of the Critical Opera- 
tions of Nature, and in Acute Fevers ex- 
tremely cautious in the Uſe of all ruffling 
Remedies, nay of the milder Claſs of Ca- 
thartics. Among ſeveral Inſtances of the 
Doctor's Senſe of this Matter, I have er | 

to 


* 
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told the following one, by a Phyſician of 
great Candor and Merit, who was very inti- 
mate with him. But while J relate the Fact, 
the Names of the Perſons concerned therein 
ſhall be ſuppreſſed, to avoid an invidious uſe- 
leſs Reflection on their Memory. A Patient 
labouring under an Acute Fever died of an 
Hypercatbharſis the fame Day he took a 
gentle Purge ; the Perſon who preſcribed it, 
produced the Recipe, and in his own Juſtifi- 
cation pleaded the Mildneſs of the Medicine, 
which appeared ſo gentle to the Phyſicians he 
applied to on this Occaſion, that they de- 
clared him entirely free from any Impura- - 
tion of the Patient's Death. Dr. Radclife, 
whoſe Judgment thereon was required, after 
an Examen of the Nature and Stage of the 
Fever, acknowledged indeed the Mzldneſs of 
the Cathartic, but in his own emphatical 
Style pronounced it was :/1-timed, diſturbed 
a Crifis, and thereby killed the Patient. It 
is to be hoped, that the Senſe of a Phy- 
ſician, who by his admirable Sagacity in the 
Knowledge of Diſtempers, and by the un- 
parallell'd Succeſs of his Practice, has added 
a new Degree of Dignity and Importance to 
Medicine, will have ſome Weight even with 
the moſt violent Enemies of Criſes. 


From theſe few Hints out of a thouſand 
others, it appears how imprudent and dan- 
gerous 
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gerous it may be to preſcribe powerful Re- 
medies at every Turn of an Acute Fever, 
without any regard to the Obſervation of 


Criſes. 


This may be ſtill further corroborated, not 
only with reſpect to Acute, but Intermitting 
Fevers alſo, by the new and curious Obſer- 

vations of Hippolytus Franciſcus Albertinus 
in the Afa Acad. Bonon. Ann. 1731. Ob- 
ſervations ſo generally confirmed by thoſe of 
ſeveral other Phyſicians fince communicated 
to the ſame Academy, that this learned Body 
has not ſcrupled to publiſh them, as real, 
conſtant, and authentic. As the Aa Acad. 
Bonon. is not a common Book, I believe moſt 
Readers will be pleaſed to find here an Abſ- 
tract of the Obſervations I ſpeak of. 


10. From a nice and long Experience A 
bertinus has obſerved, that no Patient was 
perfectly and ſecurely cured of an Intermit- 
ting Fever by the Bark, without having im- 
mediately, ſoon after, or ſomewhat later, 
Criſes like thoſe which are almoſt ever ob- 
ſerved in Fevers cured by other Remedies, or 
by Nature. An Obſervation which eſcapes 
ſuch Phyſicians, whoſe Diligence in Obſerving 

' ceaſes with the Fever, and does not purſue 
the Patient through the whole Courſe of his

20. That the Uſe of the Bark brings on 
indifferently ſeveral diſtinct Species of Criſes; 
Sweats, Stools, a Flux of Urine, nay of Sa- 
liua, or an augmented Tranſpiration diffe- 
rent from that which the Patient had before, 
and to be diſtinguiſhed by its fetzd Smell: 
Of this laſt he ſingles out from ſeveral others 
a very remarkable Inſtance, in which, after 
the Uſe of the Bark, according as this Criti- 
cal Tranſhiration variouſly ebbed or flowed, 
if I may ſo expreſs it, the Patient grew pro- 
portionably worſe or better, and thus con- 
tinued in a doubtful Viciſſitude of Convale- 
ſcence and Relapſe, until by a conſtant Flow 
for ſome Days be recovered perfectly. This 
Property of curing, by the Intervention, Criſes, 
Albertinus remarks in all other Febrifuges 
and powerful Remedies in general, 


zo. That as the ſalutary Effects of the 
Bark are not limited to any particular Criſis, 
ſo neither is the Time at which any one or 
more of theſe Criſes appear on the Uſe of this 
Remedy, conſtant and regular: That ſome- 
times the Criſis happens only after the Fever 
is for ſeveral Days ſuſpended by the Bark, 
and the Patient ſeems recovered F, but that 
without it the Recovery is inſecure.

This 
Albertinus illuſtrates by ſeveral ſtriking In- 
ſtances of Perſons ſeized by Intermittents on 
the Receſs. or Suppreſſion of Scabs, Piyaliſm, 
the Gaut, various Ichorous Fluxes, or Ancient 
Tumours. The Bark was thereon given, the 


Patients are in Danger, except good of 


Fever conſequently removed for ſome Days, 


and the Patients in all Appearance perfectly 
recoyered, but without any Criſes, when un- 
der the moſt flattering Hopes of good Health 
they ſuddenly fell into violent Diſtempers, 
ſome into- Inflammations, Acute Fevers and 
Swelling of the Parotids, ſome into dan- 


whom it bas been for ſome Years paſt a known and ſucceſs- 
ful Cuſtom, to preſcribe gentle ſtrengthening. Purges be- 
tween the Suſpenſion of the Ague by the firſt Doſes of the 
Bark, and the Repetition of this Remedy ſome Days after, 
or to mix with it regularly from the Beginning ſuch a 
Quantity of. this Claſs of Cathartics, as may juſt keep the 
Body open; without deſtroying the Effect of the Bark by 
too great 4 Laxity. The Method now mentioned was 
brought into Credit by the great Succeſs it had in preſerv- 
ing the Patients from the Cachexy, Faundice or Drepſj, 
which in a certain Epidemical Conſticution frequently ſuper- 
vened on the Cure of the Ague in the common way.

From the foregoing Facts. A/bertinus deduces 
a few practical Rules, which J here omit, be- 
cauſe they will readily occur to every judi- 
cious Phyſician. I ſhall only obſerve upon 
the Whole, that fince Fevers, for which we 
have ſo powerful a Specific as the Bark, are 
not effectually cured without the Intervention 
of Criſes, fince a nice Attention thereto is in 
Matter of Fact proved /o neceſſary in regu- 
lating the Conduct of a. Phyſician in theſe 
PFeyers, and fixing his Fudgment with re- 
ect to real or fallacious Recoveries, how 
much more muſt all this prevail in Acute 
Fevers, in the Cure whereof it is moſt noto- 
rious, that Nature acts a brisker Part, and has 
a greater Share than in the Cure of Intermit- 
tents? Since theſe Criſes, and their Conſe- 
quences, have hitherto eſcaped the Obſerva- 
tion of moſt Phyſicians in Intermitting Pevers, 
fince the Inobſervation of them has been pro- 
ductive of /o many, ſo weighty, and yet un- 
perceived Miſtakes, how ſtrong muſt the Su- 
ſpicion of like Errors fall upon the common 
Neglect of Criſes in Acutes? It ſeems at leaſt 
ſufficient to recall every thinking Phyſician to 
a rational Doubt and Examination of this 
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The Inefficacy of the Bark in radically 
curing Intermitting Fevers, without the ad- 
ditional Help of Criſes, may lead us to a 
more exact Knowledge of the real Effect and 
Operation of Remedies, and ſuggeſt a more 
favourable Idea of Criſes, than has prevailed 
Iince the Invaſion of Medicine by the Chymifts. 
To put this Matter in till a ſtronger Light, 
it will be proper to examine and compare the 
ſalutary Effects of good Criſes with thoſe of 
our moſt powerful Remedies. | 575 


10. It is certain there are ſome Situations of 
our Body which require particular determined. 
Evacuations, to diſcharge the morbid Fluids, to 
which Evacuations it often proves both fruit- 
leſs and dangerous to ſubſtitute any others. The 

. * Hemorrhoidal Flux indeed, and the Menſtrua, 
may be ſometimes ſuppreſſed by revulſive 
Blood-letting; nevertheleſs, tho the Quantity 
thus evacuated may be equal, or even ſuperior, 
to that which was to be naturally diſcharged, 
this is generally found an imperfect Compen- 
ſation, incapable of preventing a thouſand 
Diſorders conſequent to the Suppreſſion, be- 
cauſe Nature is not relieved in that very Way 
which the uni verſal Determination of the 
hole Machine requires, nor this Determina- 
tion changed by the ſubſtituted artificial Bleed- 
ing. This ſteady Tendency of our Body 
wound up to a certain Key, if I may repeat 
the Expreſſion, is yet more evident in ſome 
ANTE Head- 
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Head. aches, which could never be removed 


by all the Power of Evacuations in the com- 


mon way of Bleeding and Purging, but 
were inſtantly and moſt ſurpriſingly carried 
off by opening the temporal Artery, of which 
we have many Examples in Proſper Alpinus, 
Ballonius, Marcus Aurelius, Severinus, Mee- 
kren, and others. Thus it is manifeſt from 
Matter of Fact, that on ſome Occaſions cer- 
tain particular Evacuations can alone dij- 
charge the Body of noxious Fluids, or change 
the Tone and Tendency of the Machine, 


Now, that a Crifis previouſly denoted by 


the proper Critical Signs, (that is, by the very 
Effects which reſult from the Circumſtances of 
the Diſtemper, and from the general Tendency 
of the diſordered Body) ſeems eminently one of 
thoſe natural Diſcharges, which cannot with 
equal Conveniency and Safety be ſupplied by 
any other Evacuation, is almoſt evident from 
the Principle hinted at in the preceding Pa- 
ragraph; vis. That Nature is by a ſponta- 
neous Crifis immediately relieved in that parti- 
cular manner, which the Determination and 
Exigency of the Machine then requires. This, 
if I am not greatly miſtaken, will appear to 
be real Matter of Fact to every unprejudiced 
Perſon, who ſhall exactly compare the ſalu- 
tary Effects of many Criſes to thoſe of our 
moſt efficacious and Herculean Remedies, In- 


ſtances of Acute Fevers ſuddenly and per feciſy 
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removed by Criſes, are too common in our 
practical Authors to be called in queſtion, 
and ſtand fo proved by their own Notoriety, 
that I need not refer to ſome Facts of this 
Kind, which the Reader might have probably 
taken Notice of in the firſt Part of the pre- 
ſent Work; whilſt on the other hand I do 
not remember, that ſuch Inſtances have been 
ever paralleled by any authentic Succeſs in 
like Caſes from Medicinal Helps, Theſe in- 
deed have often produced extraordinary Ef- 
fects, and viſibly given a favourable Turn to 
deſperate Caſes; but their Efficacy 1s limited 
to this, and perhaps has not once extended to 
an immediate and perfect Removal of a ſmart 
Acute Fever. Of all Remedies, Arterio— 
tomy is that which has acquired moſt Honour 
to Medicine, by the wonderful Cures it has 
inſtantaneouſly performed ; but it cannot be 
urged againſt the Point now in Hand ; for ſo 
diſtant are we Moderns from having extended 
the Uſe of this truly Herculean Remedy to 
ſuch Caſes in Acute Fevers as ſeem evidently 
to call for it *, that we have generally neglected 
it, even in the very Caſes in which it has 
been ſo happily experienced by the Phyſi- 
clans of the laſt Century, 


Thus, conſidering Criſes and our beſt Re- 


medies, each in their moſt advantageous Light,

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it appears in Fact, that the former are greatly 


ſuperior in their Efficacy to the latter, and 


therefore cannot be properly compenſated by 


them, 


29, This may be farther evinced in ſome 
particular Caſes, by the vicious Qualities ob- 
ſerved in the Matter of Critical Evacuations, 
ſuch as putrid and extremely ſtinking Urine, 
Stools and Sweats * : For ſhould a buſy Phy- 
fician, thro' Imprudence or otherwiſe, pre- 
vent an imminent Criſis of this kind, how 
fatal may the Conſequences be ? how uncer- 
tain the Expulſion of ſuch a Matter by other 
Outlets? how dangerous its Delay in the 
Body, till it may be expelled ? 


But granting our Remedies an Efficacy 
equal to that of a good Crifis, they ſhould 


only come into Play, when Nature does not 


manifeſtly and regularly proceed to ſuch a 
Criſis: For when ſhe does, they muſt be held 


_ uſeleſs, if not immediately dangerous: Lie- 


leſs, becauſe at beſt they are only ſuppoſed 
of equal Efficacy with a good Crifis ; dan- 
gerous, becauſe they forcibly alter or weaken 
the general Tendencies of the Body, and diſ-

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order the whole Machine, to ſhift it to an- 
other Determination, which cannot be con- 
ceived without a Confuſion comparable in 
ſome meaſure to the Diſcord of a muſical 
Inſtrument while changing from one Key to 
another. This is a ſtanding Inconveniency in 
all ſuch Caſes, and tho' not conſtantly at- 
tended with fatal Effects, yet by fixing on 
the Bowels ſuch morbid Humours as were 
ready for a ſpontaneous Critical Expulſion, it 
is proved ſufficiently Dangerous in the prac- 
tical Hiſtories of Diſtempers, to deſerve more 
Attention than is generally allowed it in our 
modern Herculean Practice. 


What I have hitherto alleged in favour of 
ancient Obſervation on Criſes, does by no 
means exclude a vigorous Method of Cure. 
It indeed requires in a Phyſician, a nice and 
continual Attention to all the minute Circum- 
ſtances of Critical Signs, but claims his In- 
action then only when by theſe he foreſees a 
future happy Criſis. He is, in the Begining 
of an Acute Fever, entirely at Liberty to uſe 
the moſt efficacious Means our Art ſuggeſts, 
to prevent the Conſequences of an Inffam- 
mation, a Plethora, or a Suburra of the 
Prime Vie. T his, according to Reaſon and 
Experience, is the Time of a brisk and vi- 
gorous Action, before the Diſtemper takes 
Root, and the Strength of the Patient, ſo 
neceſſary to bear the Effort of Remedies, is 

im-

impaired. This precious Occaſion, on which 
almoſt entirely depends the happy or unhappy 
Event of Acute Fevers, lies as open (at ſuch, 
a Diſtance from the Critical Periods of the 
Diſtemper) to the Obſerver of Criſes, as to 
the Phyſician who neglects them; nay, the 
former will think himſelf fortunate, if at 
this time he can ſo maſter the morbid Cauſes, 
as to prevent the Neceſſity of a Criſis, and 
bring the Diſtemper to a ſpontaneous inſen- 


ſible Reſolution. In the riper Periods of the 


Diſeaſe, he is under no Reſtraint beſides that 
which ariſes from an exact Vigilance in ob- 
ſerving all the Circumſtances of the Diſorder, 
a nice Attention in diſtinguiſhing thereby ſuch 
Revolutions in the Patient as are determina- 


tively critical and falutary, from ſuch as are 


noxious ; and laſtly, a prudent Abſtinence 
from all powerful Remedies under the Pre- 
valency of the former. This is no more than 
the indiſpenſable Duty of every Phyſician, 
while Nature is acknowleged to have any 
Share in the Cure of Diſtempers ; and I ſcarce 


believe, that any Gentleman of the Faculty 


would be thought ſo incontinent of Preſcri- 
ption, as to complain of that Inaction which 
is pointed out to him by the Self-/ufficiency of 
Nature. In all other Turns of the Diſtemper, 
ſuch I mean as he finds purely morbid, of 
evil Tendency, or, tho' falutary in them- 
ſelves, yet unequal to the Greatneſs of the 
Diſeaſe; he may and ſhould exert himſelf 
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with all the Vigour and all the Powers of the 
Herculean Method. This, in Reality, ſeems 
the Medium between that abſurd puſilani- 
mous Practice, which, from an injudicious 
Apprehenſion of diſturbing the Order of Na- 
ture and its Critical Tendencies, weakly aban- 
dons the Patient to the Violence of the Diſ- 
temper, and that precipitate Method which 
confounds the ſalutary Operations of Nature 
with the mere morbid Symptoms, and by 
ſtriking at either indiſtinctly, perverts the 
regular Courſe of Diſtempers, produces new 
morbid Complications, and deſtroys the moſt 


natural and moſt efficacious Means of Re- 
covery. 


To ſum up the Whole of this little Diſſer- 
tation on Criſes, I think it appears, 10. That 
clearing this Matter from all the foreign Hy- 
potheſes and Fables, which the Prejudices of 
abſtracted Reaſoning have blended with it, 
the Queſtion concerning the real Exiſtence of 
Criſes, and Days peculiarly appropriated to 
them, is to be reduced to mere Matter of 
Fact on both Sides. 20. That the Affirma- 
tive in this is ſupported by ſtrong Facts, mo- 
dern as well as ancient, ſuch at leaſt as are 
ſufficient to engage all unprejudiced Phyſi- 
cians into a farther Examination of this Sub- 
jet, 30. That Criſes are not the mere 
Effects of Nature abandoned to herſelf, and 
violently ſtruggling under a dead Load of 
noxious 
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noxious Humous, as imagined by ſome Phy- 

ſicians; but rather 7he gradual, ſteady, mea- 

ſured Operations: of that exquifite Mechaniſm 

and innate inceſſant Principle of Self-pre- | 
ſervation, with which Providence was pleaſed 

to indue our Bodies, evidently deſtined by the | 

Creator to ſubſiſt for a long Series of Years, ; 
notwithſtanding a thouſand various Diſorders | 

and Dangers, to which they are, from the 

Nature of their own Frame, and the Influence 

of external Agents, daily expoſed. This has 

been ſhewn by the whole Set of Circum- 

ſtances that accompany ſalutary Cries, 49. 

That it may be dangerous to preſcribe power- 

ful Remedies at every Turn of an Acute Fe- 

ver, without any regard to the Obſervation 

of Criſes. 52%. That under a determined Ten- 

dency to a Criſis, this laſt cannot with equal 
Conveniency and Safety be compenſated by 

any other Evacuation, 69, That the ſalutary 

Effects of good Criſes ſeem greatly ſuperior 
J to the Efficacy of our beſt Remedies. 70. 
„That the judicious Obſervation of Criſes is 
conſiſtent with a very vigorous Method of 
Practice. 80. That no Obſervations can be 
rationally alleged againſt the Ancients on this 

Matter, but ſuch as have been made on their 


Plan. 
Having thus given ſuch general Hints as 
| accidentally lay by me, concerning the Ob- 
; ſervations of the Ancients on Criſes, and the 
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Regard they ſeem to deſerve in Practice, I 
muſt acknowlege they appear to me of no 
ſmall Importance, tho much inferior to what 
the Subject is capable of; nay, to what 1 
could myſelf urge in its Favour, had I more 
Leiſure, and a proper Opportunity of my 
Books. It is fully ſufficient for my preſent 
Purpoſe, to obviate any miſtaken Objections 
againſt the Tendency of this Work, and to 
remove from it the modern affected Contempt 
of Criſes; J can ſcarce call it by a ſofter 
Name than that of an affected Contempt, 
until the Caſe on the other Side of the Que- 
ſtion be properly ſtated and juſtified. Till 
then it may, with ſome Appearance of Rea- 
ſon, be reproached to us Moderns, that we 
have in this Point deviated from the Ancients 
without Cauſe; and have been led into our 
preſent Herculean Practice by mere Cuſtom, 
and ſome Remains of the reigning Prejudices 


of the laſt Century.

CHAPTER 4 


Mew Obſervations on the Rebounding 
Pulle. 


OBSERVATI1ON I. 


N a Viſit Dr. Solano made me the Even- 

ing I arrived in Antequera, September 17. 

1737, he told me he did not intend to 

lay any Streſs on/what I till then had either 

heard or read of his Diſcovery: That he was 

ſatisfied to wave all antecedent Proofs there- 

of, and reduce it to the Teſt of ſuch Facts 
as ſhould occur during my Stay in that City. 


Accordingly, on the 21ſt of the ſame 
Month, in the Morning, the Doctor took me 


to the Hoſpital of San Juan de Dios of An- 
PE tequera, 
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tequera, to viſit a Patient who had the Re- 
bounding Pulſe, a Lad of 16 Years, and mid- 
dling Habit of Body, his Name Juan de 
Ortega, a Native of Offuna, juſt recovering 
from a continual Fever, in which he was 
both purged and blooded. The Rebounding 
of the Pulſe firſt appeared in him that Morn- 
ing: It was flight and continual in every Pul- 
ſation, whereon Dr. Solano prognoſticated a 
. ſmall Quantity of Blood by the Noſe within 
the Space of 24 Hours; and tho' I repre- 
ſented to him, the Rebounding ſeemed to me 
inconſtant * ; that there appeared no Tendency 
to Bleeding by the Noſe, nay not one of all 
the Signs of ſuch a Hemorrhage delivered by 
the Ancients ; nevertheleſs, to my great Sur- 
prize, he poſitively perſiſted in his Prognoſti- 


cation. 


Thus the Patient continued till the 22d 
about Break of Day: Then he began 7o itch in 
the Noſe, and ſneeze, which was attended 
with a ſmall Excretion of bloody Mucus, and 
a few inſignificant Drops of Blood. The 
Ttching continued for 24 Hours; about 10 in 


the Morning came from the Noſe 4 ſmall. 


*The Cauſe of the apparent Inconſtancy of the Re- 
bounding to me was, as I ſoon afterwards obſerved in the 
ſame Patient, the different Manner of feeling the Pulſe ; for 
the Rebounding was regularly perceived, whilſt the Finger 
remained {lightly applied to the Artery, but diſappeared as 
often as I preſſed it. 


String 
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String of Blood; and as the Rebounding Pulſe 
continued, the Doctor inſiſted on the 4p- 
pearance of more Blood, which accordingly 
happened in the Afternoon, to the Quantity 
of erght or nine Drops. The next Morning, 
vz. the 23d, the Patient ſhed three or four 
Drops of Blood from the Noſe, and as much 
more in the Afternoon. In the Evening the 
Rebounding of the Pulſe became more ſlow, 
and ſeemed almoſt a diſtinct Pulſation from 
the firſt Stroke. The next Morning, the 
24th, I found the Pulſe abſolutely natural &, 


whereon the Patient was diſmiſſed the Ho- 
ſpital. 


I engaged him to call on me at my Lodg- 
ings, that I might there examine him pri- 
vately ; his Pulſe then continued Natural. I 
made him blow his Noſe hard, but no Blood 
appeared, I gave him Money to let me 
know if any Means were uſed to make him 
bleed at the Noſe. He anſwered, No; and 


told me, that he never before ſhed any Blood 
from that Part, 


OBSERVATION II. 


October the 1oth, 1737, Dr. Don Antonio 
Alvarez, mentioned in the firſt Part of this 
Work, told Dr. Solano and me, he that Even-

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ing felt the Rebounding Pulſe in a Patient of 
his; and thereon, tho' this Pulſe was ſome- 
what obſcure, deferred a Bleeding which he 
had before ordered the Patient, and intimated 
to the Family his Expectation of an Hemor- 
rhage by the Noſe. | 


The next Morning he ſent to Dr. Solano 
the following Note: 


ES EA, 


&« Yeſterday I ſpoke to you of my Progno- 
e ſtication of an Hemorrhage by the Noſe in 

Don Juan de Zayas, Son to my Couſin 
& Don Cbriſtoval de Zayas. He is now in 
« the 5th Day of an Acute Fever, and tho 
« the Circumſtances of the Diſtemper, his 
« Conſtitution and Youth, ſeemed to require 
C Blood-letting, nevertheleſs I deferred it, as 
& I told you, on the Appearance of the Re- 
& bounding Pulſe. Laſt Night the Patient 
& bled at the Noſe : I have ſeen his Hand- 
« kerchief all bloody this Morning, and or- 
de dered it to be kept, that you may in the 
ce Evening bring our Friend Dr. Nihell to ſee 
« it, to enquire into the Truth of this Fact, 
c and be Witneſs of the Surprize and Admi- 
ration it has cauſed in the Family, a Fa-

ce its Rank and Veracity, I have prognoſti-

© cated another Hemorrhage for this Day, but

At Four o Clock in the Afternoon I went 
to viſit the Patient with Dr. Solano, his 
Son Don Cbriſtoval Solano, and Don Juan 
de Pedrazu, Batchelor in Philoſophy and 
Phyſic. We ſaw his Handkerchief all 
ſtained with Blood: The Quantity of the He- 
morrhage was, in thePhraſe of the Family, an 
Egg-ſhell-full. The Patient was for ſome 
Days before troubled with a Heavineſs in the 
Head. We found the Fever very moderate, 
the Urine high-coloured, and the Pulſe fight. 
ly, but as I apprehended ſomewhat indiſtinct- 
ly, rebounding: Nevertheleſs Dr. Solano pro- 
gnoſticated another Hemorrhage, and in the 
Evening Dr. Alvarez repeated the ſame Pro- 


gnoſtication. The Patient was very delirious 


all the next Night, but no Hemorrhage ap- 

d, nor could we perceive in the Morning 
the leaſt Remains of the Rebounding Pulſe; 
on which we diſcontinued our Viſits. Whe- 
ther in this Caſe the Blood, which was to run 
off by the Noſe, was thrown in upon the 
Meninges, and thereby cauſed the Delirium, 
I leave to the Judgment of the Reader. 


The 
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The Day after, viz. the 13th of October, 
Dr. Alvarez got the Patient blooded: In the 
Evening he obſerved the Rebounding Pulſe 
again, and gave Notice thereof to the Fa- 
mily. At Nine the next Morning the Pa- 
tient bled at the Noſe, and was blooded a ſe- 
cond time in the Arm at Ten, Tho' I had 
no Knowlege of what happened ſince the 
12th, yet my Curioſity led me to renew my 
Viſits. This Morning, viz. the 14th, I hap- 
pened to call on the Patient about an Hour 
after the Hemorrhage, and ſaw his Handker- 
chief freſh ſtained with 1 2 large Spots of Blood. 
His Pulſe was ſo contracted, that I could not 
| perceive any Rebounding; but this appeared 
again in the Afternoon, whereon I progno- 
ſticated within the Space of twenty-four Hours 
another Hemorrhage, which did not anſwer 
my Expectation, tho' the Rebounding of the 
Pulſe continued as hitherto at every Diaſtole. 
This Diſappointment ſet Dr. Solano and me 
on a more cloſe Examination of the Patient ; 
and we diſcovered, that fince the Day before 
Dr. Alvarex had Aſtringents applied by Inter- 
vals to his Forehead and Temples: We imme- 
diately ordered them to be diſcontinued, and 
ſubſtituted thereto a Fomentation of warm 
Water; by which means the Patient had at 
Three o'Clock next Morning ( the 16th 
of October) juſt ſuch another Hemorrhage 
zs the laſt-mentioned, after which the Re- 
bounding ceaſed as uſual, 
| The 
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The 17th, 19th, 2oth and 22d, he had 
_ each Day an Hemorrhage with the following 
Circumſtances ; the firſt and laſt were very 
inſignificant, the other two as thoſe above- 
mentioned: The firſt was preceded by the 
Rebounding Pulſe the Evening before; the 
ſecond for almoſt two Days before, which by 
Dr. Solano's Rules was ſomewhat - irregular ; 
the Evenings before the third and fourth, the 
Rebounding was obſcure, particularly before 
the third; however it is proper to obſerve, 
that it might have then juſt begun to return, 
whereas in the Morning the Pulſe was per- 
fectly natural. 


After the fourth Hemorrhage, the Rebound- 
ing Pulſe appeared by Intervals, but in ſuch 
an obſcure irregular manner, that there could 
be no Streſs laid on it. 


In the whole Courſe of this Obſervation, 
it is very remarkable, how regularly the Re- 
bounding of the Pulſe diſappeared after each 
Hemorrhage +, except perhaps the firſt. 


OBSERVATION III. 


October the roth, 1737, came to the Ho- 
ſpital of San Juan de Dios of Antequera, 
Franciſco Martin de Gueſta, a Native of Mo-

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ling in the Kingdom of Arragon, a tall ſpare 
Man of the Age of twenty-ſix Years, labour. 
ing under a Quotidian Fever, the Hypochon- 
dria obſtructed and painful, and his Colour 
cachectic. He was for ſome Days before 
- troubled with a Heavineſs in the Head, which 
ſill continued ; and had an Hemorrhage by 
the Noe. 5 


October the 10th, the Pulſe appeared ſligbr- 
ly, but inconſtantiy rebounding ; and the Pa- 
tient had a Head-ach. The next Morning 


he ſhed by. the Noſe 4 ſmall Quantity of 


bloody Mucus, and the Rebounding was con- 
tinual in every Diaſtole, manifeſt, and near 
equal to the firſt Stroke: Whereupon Dr. 
Solano prognoſticated more Blood within the 
Space of twenty-four Hours. All Day long 
the Patient had a ſhooting Pain in the Temples, 
with an Itching of the Right Neſtril; and the 
next Morning, the 12th of Oclober, he caſt 
from the Noſe an inſignificant Quantity of 
Blood, yet more than the Day before, The 
ſhooting Pain in the Temples continued with 
the Rebounding of the Pulſe, which was very 
' flight, and Dr. Solano again prognoſtieated 
more Blood. The Patient ſweated in the 
Evening, and at Night was taken with a 
Diarrhea, which laſted till the 14th in the 
Morning, and relieved him in all refpects .

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But in this Interval no Blood appeared; never- 
theleſs, on the 13th, finding the Pulſus Di- 
crotus during the whole Afternoon more evi- 
dent than hitherto, with a Lightneſs in the 
Head, I prognoſticated an Hemorrhage with- 
in the Space of twenty-four Hours, which ac- 
cordingly happened next Morning: It was 
{mall in Quantity, and came from the Right 
Noſtril. I felt the Patient's Pulſe ſome Hours 
after; the Rehounding was much the ſame, 
and, as before, more evident in the Right 
than the Left Wriſt. By theſe Circumſtances, 
and the Time at which the Blood hereto- 
fore regularly appeared, I prognoſticated for 
the Morning following another Hemorrhage 
by the Right Noſtril. The Event perfectiy 
anſwered my Prognoſtication at Two o Clock 
in the Morning, after an Hour's Pain of the 
Right Temple, Eye and Noftril, to the great 
Surprize of the Patient. This Hemorrhage 
was ſomewhat greater than the lait. 


Fluſhed with this Succeſs, from the Con- 
tinuation of the Rebounding I prognoſticated 
more Blood next Morning, but was diſap- 

inted. However, in the Afternoon, (the 
16th of Ocfober) I renewed the fame Pro- 
gnoſtication on the ſame Foundation. The 
next Morning the Patient awoke with great 
Pain in the Temples, Forehead and Eyes, and 
in a few Hours after appeared a ſmall Quan- 
tity of Blood by the Noſe, which I am apt to

think, from the mentioned Circumſtances, 
would have been much more conſiderable, 
had not the Patient been purged that Morn- 
ing; for how great a Revulſion may be made 
by a Purge from the ſuperior Blood-veſſels, 
every judicious' Phyſician 1s ſufficiently ap- 
priſed of. The Pain continued all Day, and 
in the Afternoon the Pulſe approached very 
near to its natural State. 


From the 18th in the Morning until the 
20th at the ſame time, the Rebounding of 
the Pulſe was evident. I thereon made two 
falſe Prognoſtications, and began to complain 
of the Uncertainty of Dr. Solano's Critical In- 
dication. However, it is to be obſerved, that 
in this Interval he Pain in the Forehead and 
Temples grew worſe, until it was abated on 
the 19th in the Evening by a Fomentation 
of warm Water; and the Noſe was /o dry, 
that even on blowing it, which I made the 
Patient do from time to time, not the leaſt 
Mucus could be forced from it. 


The 20th in the Morning the Pulſe was 
natural, and the Patient better; but the Re- 
bounding appeared again in the Afternoon, 
and continued evident till the 22d in the 
Morning. Grown cautious by my two laſt 
Diſappointments, I abſtained from any new 
Prognoſtications; but as the Dryne/s of the 
Noſe continued, I ordered a Fomentation of 

warm 
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warm Water for the Head the 21ſt at Night, 
and the 22d in the Morning, to bring the 
Veſſels to their natural Laxity, and waited 
the Event in Silence. This Method was at- 
tended with the deſired Succeſs; for imme- 
diately after the ſecond Fomentation the Pa- 
tient bled at the Noſe, to the Quantity of 
twenty Drops; whereon his Head was eaſed, 
and the Rebounding became almoſt inſenſible. 
He was purged after the Hemorrhage. 


From the 22d in the Afternoon to the 
28th, the Rebounding was by Intervals regu-

The 28th, late in the Evening, I went to 
the Hoſpital alone, and found the Rebound ug 
very ſmart, the Pulſe ſtrong, and the Weight 
and Giddineſs in the Head greater than uſual;

So ſmall an Hemorrhage was not ſufficient 
to diſcharge the Head; this continued Heavy 
and giddy, and the Pulſe rebounded ſmartly 
all the following Day, but ſomewhat? irre- 
gularly the two next. On this I determined 
to try, whether there ſtill remained a latent 
Diſpoſition to an Hemorrhage, and to make a 
laſt Effort to eaſe the Patient's Head by this 
Evacuation : Wherefore I ordered him two 
ſuch Fomentations as above, the one the 31ſt 
of October at Night, and the other next 
Morning. I ſucceeded in my firſt Inten- 
tion; for Nature anſwered the Call after the 
ſecond Fomentation by a ſmall Appearance 
of Blood, but was diſappointed in the other, 
viz, the Relief of the Head. The Re- 
bounding continued flight all Day, and at 
Night I obſerved by the Thickneſs of the 
Patient's Speech, that his Tongue grew tor- 
pid, and conſequently that a Compreſſion 
began to fix on the Nerves in the Head.

I took in this Obſervation; on which I began 
to drop it, and from the firſt of November 


viſited the Patient only once a Day. Among 


other Remedies, the Doctor ordered aſtrin- 
gent Lotions to be applied to the Forehead 
and Temples, to prevent the Hemorrhage, 
and Purges by Intervals. The Rebounding 
Pulſe continued in the mean time either 
flight or irregular to the 4th of November. 
This Day in the Afternoon, when I felt the 
Pulſe, the Rebounding appeared evident and 
ſtrong, but flackened again till the 8th in the 
Evening, when it grew manifeſt and vebe- 
ment, and next Morning the Patient had @ 
more abundant Hemorrhage than any of the 
former: But the Symptoms in the Head in- 
creaſed, 


The reſt of this Caſe, while I remained in 


Antequera, is not worth relating. Dr. Solano 


wrote to me after my Departure, that the 
Patient had #w9 Hemorrhages more, each of 


which was preceded by the Rebounding Pulſe, 
which at laſt difappeared, when the Obſtruc- 
tions were removed, and the Patient recover- 
ing. 


This ſo conſtant a Diſpoſition to an Hemor- 
rhage by the Noſe, and the Symptoms which 
attended, ſeem to have derived their Origin 
from the Obſtruction of the Hypochondria, 
and the Compreſſion thereby produced on the 
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inferior Aorta, with a conſequent overflow- 
ing of the Blood towards the Head. 


Such are the three Obſervations which oc- 
curred on the Rebounding Pulſe, while I was 
in Antequera, 


OBSERVATION IV. 


In the Year 1737, ſoon after my Return 
from Antequera, Maſter William Tyrry, Son 
to John Tyrry, Eſq; and Grandſon to the 
Marquis de la Canada of Cadiz, was in- 
diſpoſed of a flight Fever, with a Pain in his 
Head and Stomach, which proceeded from an 
Indigeſtion. I found him bleeding at the 
Noſe, with a Rebounding in the Pulſe at 
every Diaſtole; he bled to near the Quantity 
of half an Ounce, and in Jeſs than a quarter 
of an Hour after, the Rebounding entirely diſ- 
appeared *. 


OBSERVAT1lON V. 


In the Hoſpital of San Juan de Dios in Cadiæ, 
was a young Negro, who had Pleuritic Pains and 
a Cough. The 1ſt of January 1738, in the 
Morning, I found him bleeding at the Noſe, and 
then felt his Pulſe for the firſt time; the 
Right Pulſe frghtly rebounded at every Dia-

Pole, the Left more ſmartly, but not continu- 
ally Thus the Pulſe remained n and after 
this Hemorrhage, until within a ſhort Interval 
of Time, the Patient bled again in a ſmall 
Quantity, I thereon examined the Pulte a 
ſecond time, and obſerved a ſimple Diaſtole 
regularly alternating with a Rebounding one 
this laſt gradually flackened, grew leſs fre- 
quent, and ſoon gave entirely way to the na- 
tural Tenor of Pulſation &. 


In the Afternoon and next Morning, there 
appeared an obſcure Rebounding in the Pulſe Þ, 
and at Four o'Clock of the ſecond Afternoon 
the Patient bled a few Drops at the Noſe, 1 
viſited him in an Hour after, but could not then 
perceive the leaſt Rebounding. He remained 
in the Hoſpital ſome Days after, without 
any Symptom of, or Tendency to an Hemor- 
rhage, either in the Pulſe or other wiſe. 


OBSERVATION VI. - 


Fanuary the 2d, 1738, came to the ſame 
Hoſpital a young robuſt Man with a flight 
Fever, and ſhuddering from a Cold. His 
Pulſe was full, and lightly Rebounding. Thus 
he continued without any other Sign of an

In the Year 1738, Mr. William Knight, 

a young Gentleman about the Age of 20, 
who lived with Meſſieurs Mannock and Ryan, 
Eſqrs. in Cadiæ, fell ill of a mortal malig- 
nant Fever, in the very Begining whereof I 
obſerved, with ſeveral Signs of a violent Irri- 
tation, a continual Rebounding in the Pulſe; 
thus he continued without any Hemorrhage 
for two Days, at the End of which, in the 
Effort of a ſpontaneous Vomiting, the Blood 
burſt forth ſmartly and in a moderate Quan— 
tity from the Noſe. I obſerved the ſame 
Pulſe the next and the following Day; no 
new) Hemorrhage appeared, but the Patient 
became delirious, and fo continued till he died 
in four Days after.

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OBSERVATION VIII. 


The 1oth of March, 1738, a young ro- 
buſt Man came to the ſame Hoſpital with a 
Quartan Ague, and the Rebounding Pulſe. 
The former was hitherto attended with this 


particular Circumſtance, that an 1tching of 


the Noſe began, augmented, and decreaſed, in 
the ſame Proportion as the Paroxyſms did. 


The Rebounding of the Pulſe continued 
ſlight, until the Patient quitted the Hoſpital 
on the 28th of the ſame Month, except the 
23d and 24th, on which it appeared more 
full and diſtinct.

OBSERVATION IX. 


 Chriſtoval Romero was brought to the ſame 
Hoſpital the 18th of Riez, 1738; for 
the five preceding Days he was, from a cold 
Wind, affected with a Pain in the Head. On 
feeling his Pulſe, Don Pedro Roxo, Phyſician 
of the Hoſpital, obſerved a continual Re- 
bounding at every Diaſtole. The roth I 
found the ſame; it was flight, and in the 
Evening gradually diſappeared : It returned 
again the 20th 1 in the Morning, became ſome- 
what obſcure in the Afternoon, and ſo con- 
tinued till the 23d in the Morning.

I have obſerved another Caſe analogous to 
this, in the Begining of which, though the 
Patient, who had the Rebounding Pulſe, bled 
plentifully at the Noſe, he ſtill became for 
{ome Days ſfupid and cataleptic. 


By theſe two Caſes, Obſervation the -th 
of this Chapter, and others, it is manifeſt 
that the Appearance of Dr. Solano Palſes is 


not limited to Cri/es ſtrictly ſo called, and 


therefore does not excluſively denote them. 
The Reſult of all the Phanomena is the Rule to 
determine, whether the Evacuations ſignified 
by theſe Pulſes are to be Critical or Sympto- 
matical. However, they may be juſtly called 
Critical Pulſes, from the chief Uſe to which 
they are applicd, |

5 This laſt Week occurred in my 
Hoſpital another Caſe of an Hemorrhage 
by the Noſe, in a Lad who was ſick of a 
ſlight Fever, with @ great Pain in the 
Temples.

This 
and the following Days IJ repeated the ſame 
Prognoſtication, for the ſame Reaſon, and 
with the ſame Succeſs : But finding theſe He- 
morrhages rather weakened than relieved the 
Patient, 1 neglected them, and gave him a 
few Doſes of Tartarum Vi: 'riolatum, Nitre of 
Antimeny, and Salt of Wormwood; whereon 
the Fever, the Rebounding of the Pulſe, and 
the Hemorrhages diſappeared.

then appeared the Heart, but ſo ſpongious in 
all its Surface, and ſo covered with the Lees 
of the Pus, that I did not at firſt Sight know it, 
| particularly becauſe it on all Sides adhered to 
the Pericardium by a great Number of mem - 
branous Productions or Strings, which quite 
disfigured it. The interior Surface of the Peri- 
cardium was in the ſame State, nor was the 
Mediaſtinum, which alſo contained its Quan- 
tity of Pus, in a different Condition.

about a Dozen of pretty large Worms. 


T examined the Heart and Pericardium, 
after two Days Maceration in Water, the 
interior Membrane of the latter appeared cel- 
lular, and with the Lees of the Pus looked 
perfectly like the Membrana adipoſa of a 
well-fed Perſon. Between the two Laminæ 
of the Pericardium I obſerved a red fleſh- 
like Subſtance of the Thickneſs of one Line. 
Whether theſe were muſcular Fibres, I-will 
not pretend to determine, The Inflammation 
did not reach the Subſtance of the Heart, and 
was confined to its exterior Coat. In the 
Right Ventricle was a ſmall polypous Subſtance, 
of a pale fleſh Colour and pretty ſolid ; it ad- 
hered to the Side of the Ventricle below the 
venal Valves by ſome ligamentous Strings which 
it projected into the Fleſh, and thence was 
ſtretched out into the Auriculs, in the Centre 
of which it was fixed by a ligamentous String, 
which ran through it from one Side of the 
Auricula to the other.

From this Obſervation I beg Leave to make 
the curſory Remark, that it is very manifeſt 
with what Briskneſs and Vigour the Progreſs 
of internal Inflammations is to be oppoſed, 

and of conſequence how greatly the Event of 
Acute inflammatory Fevers depends on the 
Method made uſe of in their very Begining ; 
for when the Inflammation riſes to a certain 
Pitch, not all the Power of Medicine can 
prevent a Suppuration, or the combined 
Knowledge of the whole Faculty anſwer for 
the Conſequences of this when once formed.

Fanuary the 29th, 1738, a little Galician 
Boy had @ conſtant Intermiſiion in the Pulſe 
at every third and fourth Diaſtole.

Then J obſerved the 
Intermiſſion leſs frequent, and ſhifting ; and 
the Morning after, he quitted the Hoſpital. 


OBSERVATION IV. 


The 3oth of January, 1738, I obſerved 
in a Patient, whoſe Name I then neglected 
to write down, a flight ſhifting Intermiſſion 
in the Pulſe for a little while; whereon I 
asked him, if he had a Looſeneſs. He told me 
he had that Day had wo Stools, and at the 
Time he was ſpeaking to me, felt a great Rum- 
bling in the Tnteſtines : this continued the fol- 
lowing Night, in which he had another Stool. 


I did not obſerve any Interm:ſſion in his 
Pulſe, either before or after the Time now 
mentioned, vzz. the 3oth in the Evening.

OBSERVATION VI. 


October the 14th, 1737, when I was in 
Antequera, Don Pablo de Caſtilla, a Boy of 11 
Years old, and Nephew to my above-men- 
tioned Friend Don Juan de Pedraza y Ca- 
ſtilla, after an Exceſs in eating Fruit, fell 
ſick of a Quartan Ague. 


At Nine o'Clock next Morning, Don Juan 
de Pedraza obſerved the Pulſe to intermit 
for the Space of a common Diaſtole after 
every Pulſation, and ſent to give me Notice 
of it. I viſited the Patient at Ten, and he 
had in the mean time four ' Stools, IT then 
found the Intermiſſion leſs frequent and de- 
creaſing, and it continued irregular and 
ſhifting all the reſt of the Day, From 10 


to 12, he had three ineffetual Urgings to 
Stool.

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The Pulſe continued in much the ſame 
irregular State for the three Days following, 
with a flight Looſeneſs, and Efforts to go to 
Stool, Wind, and Rumbling in the Guts by In- 
tervals, The Patient was purged the 4th 
Day, and vomited à Worm tive Inches long. 
The Intermiſjions and Stools became thereon 
yet leſs frequent, and without any Efforts, 
Wind, or Rumbling in the Inteſtines, till the 
22d of October in the Evening; then the In- 
termiſſion regularly recurred at one or other 
of the following Periods of Pulſation, and 
moved for ſome time in the ſame Period, be- 
fore it paſſed into another. Theſe Periods 
were every ſecond, third, fifth, eighth, tenth 
or eleventh Diaſtole. On this greater Regu- 
larity of the Intermiſſion, tho not ſuch as is 
required by Dr. So/ang's Rules, I ventured to 
prognoſticate a Dzarrhea, and accordingly 
in the Courſe of the Night the Patient had 
three or faur Stools. 


The Intermiſjion became again 4% fre- 
quent, and ſhifting, and the Belly more tigt, 
till both the one and the other came gradu- 
ally to the natural State.

OBSERVATION VII. 


Communicated in a Letter from my Friend 
Don Juan de Pedraza y Caſtilla.

Laſt Week viſiting a Patient with Dr. Don 
Antonio Alvarez, we found her in an Acute 
Fever, with an intermitting Pulſe in the 
Degree which denotes a Diarrhea within the 
Space of 24 Hours. The Doctor was for 
Bleeding the Patient, but deferred this Re- 
medy in Expectation of the D:arrhva. The 
next Day we were ſurpriſed to find the Inter- 
mitting Pulſe had diſappeared, and ourſelves 

' © diſappointed in our Hopes of the Diarrhea. 
On examining the Patient, ſhe told us, that 
ſince our laſt Viſit, her Menſtrua broke out, 
and ſtill continued. We reaſoned variouſly 
on this Accident, but preſcribed no Reme- 
dies under ſo critical Circumſtances. After 
"two Days the Intermrſſion returned, and was 


: followed by fix or ſeven Stools. 


This Caſe ſeems to me very ſingular, 
When you give me your Opinion of it, I ſhall 
ſend you an exact Detail of all the Circum- 
ſtances with which it was attended; for I 
expect

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CHAP. III. 


A ſhort Account of the firſt Riſe of 
Dr. Solano's Ob/ervations. 


AVING hitherto given an exact and 
faithful Account of the moſt effential 
ings concerning Dr. So/ano's Obſervations 
on the Pulſe; confirmed and illuſtrated them 
by ſeveral new Facts never before publiſhed ; 
having traced out ſome Inſtances of the fame 
Kind in the Anczents, and alleged, in the 
various weighty Teſtimonies which concur in 
favour of theſe Obſervations, the ſtrongeſt 
Proofs that can be required of their Truth 
and Reality; it now remains I ſhould gratify 
the Reader's Curiofity with an Account of 
the firſt Riſe of Things ſo extraordinary, the 
moſt extraordinary indeed that have been pu- 
bliſhed ſince the Diſcovery of the Circulation 
of the Blood ! | 


In the Year 1707, when Dr. Solano, then 
a Student in Medicine, attended the Practice +

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of Dr. Don Foſeph Pablo, Profeſſor and Vice- 
Dean of the Univerſity of Granada, in the 
Hoſpitals of San Fuan de Dios, del Refugio 
and el Real, he often obſerved the Rebounding 


_ Pulſe in various Patients, and applied for the 


Reaſon. and Significancy of it to. Dr. Pablo, 
who deſired him to take no Notice of ſuch 
Trifles, which proceeded merely from fuli- 
ginous Vapours: Whereupon young Solano 


gave no farther Attention to this Matter, un- 


til he remarked, that the Perſons who at- 


tended the Sick, in the Accounts they daily 


gave Dr. Pablo of what happened in his Abſ- 
ence, from time to time, made mention of He- 


morrhages by the Noſe in the very Patients in 


whom he, Solano, had obſerved the Rebound- 
ing Pul, Ie. This excited his Curioſity and 
Attention, and after a ſerious Reflection urged 


him to a more cloſe Examination of the 


Matter. 


The next Patient in whom he obſerved 


the Rebounding Pulſe was a young Man of 


the Age of Twenty-two, in 4 *Burn- 
ing Fever: reſolved to ſee what the Event 


would be, he privately prevented the Exhi- 
bition of the Remedies preſcribed for the 


Patient by Dr. Pablo, yet was under the 


moſt violent Uneaſineſs of Mind from the 
Authority of Avicenna, whom he had juſt 
read, and who ſays, + Pulſus Martelinus (fo

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he calls the Rebounding Pulſe) malus eff. 


However, encouraged by what happened to 


the other Patients in whom he had obſerved 
the ſame Pulſe, he determined to truſt this 
Caſe to Nature. 


In theſe Apprehenſions young Solano paſſed 
the whole Day, from Five o Clock in the 
Morning until Six in the Evening, when 
appeared an Hemorrhage by the Noſe, which, 
including ſome Intervals, laſted for the Space* = 
of an Hour and a Half; the Blood flowed - 
moderately, and in all this Time amounted 
to about Si Ounces. | 


From the Begining to the End of the 
Hemorrhage, our curious Obſerver did not 
quit the Patient's Pulſe : Heremarked that in 
Proportion as the Hemorrhage diminiſhed, 
the Fulneſs and Frequency of the Pulſe 
abated, and the.

By a conſtant Application to all Caſes of 
this kind that occurred, the Dactor, by de- 
grees, improved his Obſervations on the Re- 
bounding Pulſe to that Pitch which the Rea- 
der has remarked in thus Work. 


The Docfors Attention once — on the 
Pulſe, ſoon opened to him a new Scene of 
Wonder and Satisfaction in the Intermitting 
Pulſe. - In the Hoſpital Del Refugio above-. + 
mentioned, was a Patient in an Acute Feyer, 
on the third. Day of which the Doctor ob- 
ſerved the alen ng Pulſe to recur ſome-

he at firſt judged 2 mortal Sign. But after- 
wards reflecting on his Obſervations on the 
Rebounding Pulſe, he determined to watch 
carefully every Turn of this Caſe, and exa- 
mine whether the Intermitting Pulſe was 
attended with any Effect analogous to thoſe 
he had obſerved conſequent to the Rebound- 
ing. Pulſe. He prevented the Exhibition of 
the Remedies preſcribed, as he had done in 
the former Caſes : But here again recurred 
the Doubts and Perplexities which before 
tormented the unexperienced Obſerver in the 
firſt Caſe on Hemorrhages ; they kept him 
on the Rack all the third and half of the 
fourth Day ; after which the Patient, who. 
was then afflicted with @ great Anxiety and 
ſharp Griping, fell into an abundant Diar- 
rhea; the Doctor, who had Notice of it, 
went immediately to the Hoſpital, and exa- 
mining the Patient's Pulſe, he found the In- 
termiſſion recurring at every ſecond Pulſation ;

hand, to avoid the Diſpleaſure of Dr. Pablo, 
a Man of a very violent Temper, for pre- 
' venting the Exhibition of the Remedies he 
preſcribed to the Patients who had the Re- 
bounding and Intermitting Pulſes ; at laſt, in 
the Year 1708, the Doctor had the Satisfac- 
tion of exerting the Skill he had acquired in 
this way, in a public and authentic Man- 


ner. 


Doctor Don Franciſco del Caſtillo was taken 
ill in Granada with an Acute Fever. The 
Diſtemper was violent, and the Doctor 
attended by three celebrated Phyſicians of 
that City. On the th Day of the Fever, 
they obſerved the Pulſe to intermit after 
every ſecond Pulſation; whereupon they una- 
nimouſly pronounced the Patient would in- 
fallibly die. Voung Solano, who then at- 
tended his Preceptor Dr. Pablo, begged Leave 
to deliver. his Senſe of the Caſe, and told 
them he took the Jatermiſſion of the Pulſe 
for an Effort of Nature to diſtharge the 
morbid Humours by Stool; but the young Man 
was quickly filenced, his Opinion was raſh, 
and contrary to Galen, The Conſultation 
broke up, prognoſticating to the Family the 
Death of the Patient.

At Eight o'Clock the ſame Night, the Pa- 
tient felt moſt violent Pains in the Belly, par- 
ticularly above the Pubis, and earneſtly cried 
out for ſome Reniedy. A Meſſenger was 
immediately diſpatched to one of the Phy- 
ficians, who ordered the Belly to be anointed 
with Oil of white Lillies. The Pains never- 
theleſs increaſed to ſuch a Degree, that the 
Patient, in the utmoſt Anxiety, ran out of 
Bed into a Corner of the Room. All the 
Family, alarmed at this odd Scene, haſtily 
flocked about him, and found that he had 
evacuated @ large Quantity of thick dark 
Urine, and diſcharged tuo or three Stools ; 
after which he returned quietly to Bed, ſlept 
the Night out ſoundly, and awoke free from 
his Fever,

The Mention of the Diarrhea before it 
happened, particularly in Conſequence of a 
Symptom which the Phyſicians declared mor- 
tal, did no ſmall Honour to young Solano, 
and gained him the favour of one of theſe 
Gentlemen ; but he reaped no real Benefit by 
it, becauſe he was not then a Graduate Phy- 
fician, and was by his narrow Circumſtances 
obliged ſoon after to go and practiſe in Lora, 
a ſmall neighbouring Town. : 
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In this Town, to which he was Titular 
Phyſician, towards the End of the Year 1709, 
or the Begining of 1710, he often obſerved an 
unequal Pulſe, of which he took no great 
Notice, until, by the particular Diligence 
with which he always examined the Pulſe 
ſince the above-mentioned Obſervations, he 
found it recurring at regular Periods, in the 
ſame manner as the Rebounding and Inter- 
mitting Pulſes frequently did. By this time, 
ſufficiently prepared for every .Novelty that 


j might occur in the Pulſe, he carefully exa- 
- mined this one, and obſerved that it was ge- 


nerally attended with Critical Sweats, and 
ſometimes with a ſimple Moiſture of the Ha- 
bit, or cutaneous Eruptions ( theſe two laſt 
he does not mention in his Rules of Prognoſ- 
tication ) ; and by degrees improved his Ob- 
ſervations on this, the Pulſus Inciduus, as he 
had done thoſe on the Rebounding and In- 
termitting Pulſes, 1 


The Doctor now became remarkable in 
Nlora, for the Prediction of Criſes; and Fran- 
ciſco de Caſtro Palomino, a Surgeon who 
lived in the ſame Town, defirous of know- 
ing the Rules by which the Doctor made ſo 
many ſurpriſing Prognoſtications, as he had 
been himſelf Witneſs to, the Doctor inſtructed 
him therein, and admitted him to viſit his 
Frients; whereby he acquired ſo much Ex- 

| perience 
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perience in this way, that, after Dr. Solano 

quitted Nora, by various happy Prognoſti- 
cations, he became famous in that Place, and 
was recurred to in all urgent Caſes. 


The next Perſon to whom the Doctor 
communicated his Art of Prognoſtication, was 
Don Pedro Fermin, who then attended his 
Practice in Rute, and often afterwards ſuc- 
ceſsfully foretold Criſes in Rnajar and Gra- 
nada, where he practiſed Medicine. To theſe 
two Gentlemen Dr. Solano publickly appealed, 
as Witneſſes of the early Date of his Obſer- 

| vations on the Pulſe. 


Such is the Account I had from Dr, Solano 
concerning the firſt Riſe of his new Obſer- 
vations : It is in ſome Circumſtances ( foreign 

to the mere Medicinal Part of the Account) 
different from that which he publiſhed in the 
Lapis Lydius, in which he diſguiſed ſo much 
of the Matter as might give Offence to his 
Preceptor Dr. Pablo above-mentioned. 


Dr. Solano acknowleged himſelf indebted 
to the Ancients for various acceſſory Lights 
concerning the Prediction of Criſes, Lights 
which could not be obtained by the Pulſe. 
The Reader muſt have remarked, that 
in ſeveral Caſes related in this Work, the 
Doctor foretold the Criſes to an Hour, 
together with ſome of their concomi- 
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Eres

tant Circumſtances: This at firſt Si ght a 
pears extremely ſurpriſing and incredibls/ 
every one who does not recollect the 955 
vations of the Ancients on the Nature, Cha- 
racter, general Courſe and particular Parox* 
yims of Acute Fevers, and on the different 
Periods at which in theſe Fevers and Parox- 
yſms different Criſes commonly appear; but 
from a Review of theſe Circumſtances the 
Wonder ceaſes; and it is readily conceived how 
a Criſis indicated by the Pulſe may be deter- 


mined to a W Hour, and particular at- 


tending Phernomena. Thus, for Example, in 
an Acute Fever with regular Paroxyſms, 
ſhould the Pulſe denote a Criſis by Sweat 
within the Space of twenty-four Hours, that 
Hour in which the Remiſſion of the Paroxyſm 
is expected, is to be determined for the Time 
of the Criſis, which according to the ſpecific 


Nature, the Violence or Mildneſs of the Fe- 


ver, the Strength, | Conſtitution, 'Age, and 
various other Circumſtances in the Patient, 
together with the Greatneſs of the Criſis it- 
ſelf, will be attended with, or free from, a 
Delirium, Rigor, Anxiety, Sc. Theſe ge- 
neral Hints are ſufficient on a Subject which 
has been ſo mint treated by the Anctents:: |

the Pulſus Inciduus there mentioned gave 
the Doctor to underſtand, that the Criſis 
thereby ſignified would not be a Sweat; but 
it is not expreſſed what determined him to 
judge it would be aFaundice, This may ſeem 
a profound Myſtery, that required ſome ex- 
traordinary Skill to penetrate into, and ſtill 
poſſibly keeps the Reader in Suſpenſe : it was 
teally no more than an eaſy Combination of 
a few obvious Circumſtances of the Diſtem- 
per, a Melancholia Hypochondriaca, to which, 
three Days before the Criſis, ſupervened a 
Pain and Tenſion in the Hypochondria ; this 
the Doctor judged would not terminate in a 
Diarrhea, Vomiting or Flux of Urine, by 
the Pulſe which denoted another kind of 
Crifis; and therefore fixed upon the Faundice 
as a very natural Conſequence of ſuch a Caſe, 
Thus does a nice Attention to a few common 
Circumſtances, collected into one Point of View, 
diſcover the ſilent Operations of Nature, and

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POSTSCRIPT. 


Galen, quoted by Baglivi, ſays, that an 
Intermitting Pulſe after every Pulſation de- 
nounces preſent Death; this Baglivi affirms 
he has himſelf obſerved inAcute Fevers. The 
only Inſtances of an Intermitting Pulſe to 
this Degree in the Solanian way, that I know, 
are the Obſervation of Proſper Alpinus, and 

O8/. 6. p. 134. already related; and it muſt 
be allowed, that in the firſt of theſe two the 
Patient, though ſhe recovered by a Criſis, 
was, Or appeared to be, in imminent Danger ; 
and in the ſecond the Intermiſſion was, as far 
as could be obſerved, of ſo ſhort a Duration, 
that it cannot be inſiſted on either on the one 
or the other Side of the Queſtion. It is in- 
deed proved by various Obſervations in this 
Work, that ſeveral Patients in Acute Fevers, 
with an Intermitting Pulſe at every ſecond 
and third Pulſation, have happily recovered : 
But the Event of the Caſe mentioned by 
Baglivi ſeems hitherto dangerous, if not 
fatal. However, the State of the Pulſe 
may probably contribute to decide this Mat- 
ter: A low weak Intermitting Pulſe, parti- 
cularly at every Pulſation, may be, generally 
ſpeaking, a mortal Sign; and this ſeems to be
